English Claimants Obtain Pos- 
session OF THE Amador 
Gold Mike. 



The Result of a Long Strug- 
gle IN THE State 
Courts. 



JACKSON, Cal., March 2S.-The Eng- 
lish claimants of the Amador Gold Mine 
to-day secured possession of the property 
which has been in litigation so long, and 
operations will probably be again resumed 
in the mine which has been closed since 
the American and English claimants went 
to law to settle the qustion of ownership. 

The case in the courts was recorded as 
The Amador Cold Mine ( limited) vs. The 
Amador (jold Mine, and was the outgrowth 
of the mining operations of a Pennsylva- 
nia company which parted with some of 
its interests to an English concern. The 
English and American ends of the com- 
pany tried to conduct the business of min- 
ing together for some time, but made a 
failure of it, with the result that in 1889 
the property, which is within a mile of 
Jackson, was closed down and has been in 
litigation ever since, the .\n^'rican inter- 
ests being known as the Amador Gold 
Mine (a corporation), and the English in- 
terests the Amador Gold Mine (limited). 
^ In 1892 the property was sold to satisfy 
liens and judgments and was bought in by 
the American claimants. The following 
year and within the statntoiy time the 
English claimants, through Vincent Neale, 
attorney, and James E. Dye, financial 
agent, redeemed the property, but were 
kept out of possession b}- an armed guard, 
and they appealed to the Superior Court 
of this county, asking heavy damages. 
Judge John F. Davis, then on the Superior 
bench, awarded them damages in a de- 
cision in their favor. 

The American claimants,. consent, of 
the opposing attorney, made a motion for 
a new trial, which was heard last week by 
Judge Daingerfield of San Francisco, who 
denied the motion and sustained the rul- 
ings and decision of Judge Davis. To-day 
Mr, Dye, with the aid of Sheriff Gregory 
and a writ of possession, was given charge 
of the property, and James H. Tibbitts, 
who represented the American claimants, 
was dispossessed. The successor in in- 
terest to the Amador Gold Mine Uimited) is 
the Jackson Gold Fields of London.

TACOMA, Wash., March 28.— Ever since 
the Sunday when the first charges were 
made the contest between the Ledger and 
the Finance Committee of the Council has 
been growing hotter. 

To-day the Council held an adjourned 
meeting to listen to charges which some 
thought would be preferred by the propri- 
etor and the manager of the Ledger, who 
had been summoned to be present. They 
did not attend, the Ledger having an- 
noimced that an investigation of the 
charges that members of the Finance Com- 
mittee have been receiving loans and gifts 
of money from banks containing city <ie- 
posits should be made by a Grand Jury and 
not by the men against whom the charges 
are made. 

After waiting an hour the Council passed 
resolutions denotmoing the Ledger's 
charges as untrue and maliciously made 
for political ourposes. Thelast resolution, 

however, joins in a request that a Grand 
Jury be called to investigate city otlirials. 
It is now quite certain that a jury will be 
called. 

The fight has brought out the allegation 
that the Finance Committee made a secret 
agreement wlUi the bank containing the 
largest amount of city money by which 
the committee last September gave the 
bank one year to pay. This bank also put 
up collateral security to the amount of 
12157,000, its city deposits amounting to 
nearly J300,000. The committee an- 
nounced that the securities were "gilt- 
edged," but to-day it developed that tbey 
consist of promissory notes and second 
mortgages on real estate that were past 
due. This bank is alleged to have given 
special favors to conncilmen.

STOCKTON, Cal., March 28.— Stockton 
extends the freedom of the city to t!ie .-^an 
Joaquin Valley railroad and its ]]romoters 
to-niglit. Seven directors of the road, who 
came up on the overland train, are now 
being entertained at an. informal reiception 
given In their honor by the Stockton Com- 
mercial Association. 

"The queen city Of the San Joaquin 
wants the railroad, and it is going to have 
it if anything in reason will bring it here," 
said P. A. Buell, one of the leading busi- 
ness men of this city and the president of 
the Commercial Association, to-night en 
route on the train, "and as the gentlemen 
who represent the projected road are 
reasonable men, I am confident they will 
consider our offer a pood one." 

Claus Sprcckels and J. 15. Stetson ar- 
rived at the ferry depot at, an early hour 
and went aboard the Oakland boat as soon 
as the gates were open. They waited on 
the rear end of the boat for the other five 
directors of the San Francisco and San Joa- 
quin Valley road— Charles Holbrook, Cap- 
tain Fayson, Kobert Watt, AV. F. Whittier 
and Thomas Magee— who shortly joined 
thern. 

The little group of directors was the 
source of much favorable enmiiient as they 
stood quietly engaged in conversation. 

"That means business," said David 
Bush to a friend as he walked by the di- 
rectors. "When such men as Clans 
Spreckels engage in an enterprise it por- 
tends success. It, will be the business sal- 
vation of California. The road is an abso- 
lute necessity, and I know it is going 
through. The expenditure of $6,000,000 in 
building the road is of itself a great thing; 
It means employment for thousands of 
workingmen and a great stimnlus to 
trade; it means an incentive to start up 
other industries; it means that California 
and San Francisco are going to boom— no, 
that is not the word— it means that the 
best State in the .Union is gpine to take 
the position to which it is entitled. 

"¥i;hen the |n4 shovelful of earth is 
tamed fto the new road the horn of indus- 



try will be heard. San Francisco is begin- 
ning to do now what she should have done 
fifteen years ago. She has learned a lesson 
from the example of Los Angeles. Already 
business has greatly brightened. I feel it 
in the real estate line. There is an increas- 
ing demand for property and the sales have 
greatly increased in the last two months." 

His was not a single verdict. The San 
Joaquin road was the topic of discussion 
in every part of the ferry-boat, and great 
cnth\isia.-in ov<t the prospect of business 
revival was manifested by tue merchants 
anil meehanio. ".vho were on their way to 
homes in Alameda, Berkeley and Oakland. 

P. A. Buell of Stockton, president of the 
Commereial Association and the senior 
member of the lumber firm of Buell & Co., 
met the directors on the boat to escort 
them to Stockton. Ke was joined by C. M. 
Weber, a capitalist of this city, whose 
f.ather founded the town Joseph East- 
land, president of the comjiaiiy which 
owns the gas works and the gas wells here, 
and who is an earnest advocate in behalf 
of Stockton's claim for the valley road, 
was present in a dual capacity— a guest of 
Stockton, a resident of San Francisco and 
Stocktonian in his welcome to the direc- 
tors. 

It was 5:30 o'clock when the boat left 
San Francisco for the Oakland mole. At 
8:55p.m. the train was in ."^tockton. nin- 
ner %vas served in the dining-car, and after- 
ward an adjournment was taken to the 
smoking apartment of the Pullman, where 
t lie directors proved good listeners to the 
claims of the Sto<!kton men. An electric 
car was in waiting at the depot, and the 
directors were taken to the 'Yosemite Ho- 
tel, where a warm greeting was given them 
by the foremost citizens of Stockton. The 
committee of reception was comjiosed of 
Frank K. Lane, grain merebant; D. S. 
Rosenbaiim, rapitalist; Sidney Newell, 
banker; C. M. Jackson, hardware mer- 
chant; H. J. Corcoran, manager of the 
California Navigadon and Improvement 
Company, and William Ingiis, banker 
and capitidist. 

A number of the members of the recep- 
tion committee were at the depot and the 
others waited the arrival of the directors at 
the hotel, where greetings were exchanged 
and a cordial welcome to Stockton ac- 
corded. Then the guests were taken to the 
Yosemite Club, where an informal recep- 
tion was held, P. A. Buell, the president, 
making the address of welcome. 

To-night the metropolis of the San 
Joaquin, the great manufacturing city of 
the interior of the State, shows that she is 
in earnest in her endeavor to secure the 
competing road. The city, which the 
Southern Pacific tried to cru.sh and failed 
to crush, is one of the most substantial in 
the State, with hne business blocks, good 
streets, electric streetcar service and all 
the evidences wliich characterize a modem 
and progressive city. Her citizens realize 
that the business and industries, the 
wealth and the poptilation of this city will 
be greatly enhanced by a competing 10^ 
and thus propose to offer substantial in- 
ducements tor its coming. 

The programme mapped ont by the re- 
ception committee is an extensive one. 
Carriages will be in waiting at '■> o'clock to- 
morrow morning and the directors will be 
driven to points of interest in and about 
the city and will be shown the advantages 
which Stockton has to oSer for a compet- 
ing rai^yul. The various manufacturing 
and commereial enterprises will he shown. 
The water front and indnstiial section of 



Stockton will prove an object lesson of it- 
self, and a drive into the rich surrounding 
territory will give the visiton an idea of 
Stockton's back country. 

Stockton is the great flour city of the 
coast. Its mills have a capacity of 6000 
barrels a day. The.se are the mills oi, 
Sperry & Co., the Tnion mills and the 
Crown mills. A visit to these forms a part 
of to-morrow's itinerary. The Holt Man- 
ufacturing Company, with its agricultural 
implements and harvesters; the Matteaon- 
Williamson Manufacturing Company, the 
Stockton Oar and Machine Works, with fa- 
cilities for tnming out the cars for the San 
Joaquin Valley road, will be inspected. 
Hou.serA Haines' agricultural works.whcre 
combined harvesters are manufactured, are 
on the list of Stockton's great industries 10 
tx visited, as well as the Terra Cotta Com- 
pany's works, where the only tine glazed 
ware on the coast is made. Nearly all of 
these manufacturing establishments are 
situated on the neck of land which lies be- 
tween Stockton -Channel and Mormon 
Channel. 

A drive into the country win follow the 

inspei lion of the {"ndnstries and the water 
front of this city, anil ilie different routes 
by which a railway can enter the city will 
be shown. 

The proposed line is by way of French 
Camp route and Tule street, which reaches 
the water front and the mills, with depot 
facilities within eight blocki of the busi- 
ness center of the city. 

Another entrance into the city which is 
available and will be visited is by way of 
Mariposa ro.id and South .street, with de- 
pot facilities on the electric-car line, and 
thence to the water front on Tule street. 

Still another route is open from th9.*a8t 
by way of Weber avenue. 

Stockton proposes to offer a depot and 
terminal sites worth |60,000, and her citi- 
zens declare that they will back this np by 
liberal subscriptions of stock. 

"We want to know just what the direc- 
tors want.'' said Mr. Buell. "The people 
of Stockton will give anything in reason, 
ami we iK.ve reasonable men to deal with 
in the directors of the San Joaquin Valley 
road." 

Stockton urges that the site of the city is 
on a natural line to Bakersfield, and that 
to reach San Francisco thoToad can make 
a short cut to the west across the islands 
and reach the mainland on the Contra 
Costa side near Byron. 

Perhaps as interesting as anything which 
may be shown are tlie gas wells, which the 
directors will be given ample opportunity 
to see. 

Following the showing of indnstrial 
Stockton will come the great social evmt 
of the directors in a reception to be given 
to-morrow night by tne Commercial Asso- 
ciation. A bteamboat excursion down the 
river is planned for Saturday. The trip 
may be continued to .^aii Francisco, or the 
directors may ciiine tjaek to Stockton and 
return to the bay by rail, as tbey elect. 

Chief Engineer Storey of the San Joaquin 
road has spent the day examining the ap- 
proaches to the city, the water front and 
the advantages for terminal facilities. He 
states that he has not settled on any dcH- 
nite route or entrance to the city. Stock- 
ton's to)K)grupby makes it accessible 
from all sides. "The getting out of the 
city is the main point," said Mr. Storey. 
"We might want to ran the road on to the 
west, and we would not wish to damage 
valuable prtqierty in so doing. I haye ex- 
amined the western side of the city and 
the water front. We should require, I 
should say, a tract of land for dejiot and 
freight yards covering three or 'our blocks 
in length. It would not need to be a block 
in width." 

Engineer Storey declared that he had not 
made e.stimates of costs, because it is un- 
derstood that a terminal site will be offered 
free, but the company had no intention of 
asking for property that was high priced 
or to arbitrarily demand rights of way 
along the principal streets. The company 
would be reasonable in its requests. "We 
shall ask'" said he, "for a certain amount 
of property in the western part of the city, 
and shall expect the rights of way along 
the streets on which the road must run to 
reach this site, and we shall also ask a 
right of way to the county line." Mr. 
Storey declares that the only drawbacks 
toward railway construction In the vicinity 
of Stockton are the water ways, and that 
they do not form an obstacle of great mag- 
nitude. 

When asked if Stockton would get a line. 
Mr. Storey replied that he thought it 
would, if not now in the future assuredly. 
He added, "Perliaiis it will get the main 
line that is first constructed, 1 cannot say 
exactly as to that, but the company will 
have to build a line to this city. Stockton 
is too important a town to he omitted. It 
is one of the coming cities of the State." 

Mr. Storey added that the State would 
be gridironed with railroads. 

Toward the close of the informal recep- 
tion lo-iiigbt Claus Sprcckels was asked if 
there was any truth in the statement of 
W. H. Mills that the. road was not coming 
to Stockton anyway. 

' "None, whatever," replied Mr. Spreckels. 
"As I do not know myself what route will 
be selected I do not think Xr. Mills 
knows," he laconically added.

VALLEJO, Cal., March 28.— A tragedy 
closed a romantic episode in the life of 
Thomas J. Flannigan, apothecary on the 
receiving-ship Independence, at .Mare Is- 
land, this evening when, dcsiiairinir of at- 
taining the happiness wliili was to 
brighten his future, he took his own life. 

On the launch that runs from Vallejo to 
Mare Island there was among the passen- 
gers at 6 o'clock this evenmg Apothecary 
Flannigan. As the laun<ni , neared the 
shore of the navy-yard Flannigan went 
forward and stood near the rail. Suddenly 
he was seen to draw a razor from his 
pocket, open the blade and draw it across 
his throat. His movements were so swift 
that of the score of men who stood about 
him none wasable to stay his .hand. The 
cut was deep and itaccomidished the par- 
pose intended. The' laimch was pnt about 
and Flannigan was taken to the Inde- 
pendence. An hour and a quarter after^ 
ward, despite all the efforts of the sur- 
geons, he was de.ad. 

Some time ago Flannigan, during one of 
his visits to Vallejo, became acquainted 
witti Miss Luella White and began paying 
her attentions. They became friends, and 
then lovers. Flannigan proposed marriage 
and, according to the reports, was ac- 
cepted. When the mother of the girl heard 
of this she objected strongly to the match. 
A consultation with the mother resulted 
in Flannigan receiving a decided answer 
that his marriage to the young lady was 
out of the question. He took to drink, 
and three days after receiving the reply 
to his request for the sanction of the girl's 
mother to his marriage with her daogh^r 
he retired to a room in the girl's house and 
there attempted to end his life by cutting 
his throat. That was four weeks ago. The 
matter was hushed up at the time on ac- 
count of the young lady. 

But continued sorrowing over the trouble 
that came to him brought on the despOndi. 
ent mood which ended in bis rash act. 

Flannigan's last remarks were: "Take 
me back to my comrades." • 

Flannigan was industrious and consid- 
ered an apothecary of the first rank. He 
had the respect of all with whom he came 
in contact, and his friends were many, 
who all regret his melancholy fate.

An Exciting Encounter With 
Violators of the

VALLEJO, Cal„ March 28.— State Fish 
Commissioner J. P. Babcock and a con- 
stable had an exciting experience on Son- 
day last near Collinsville, where a dolony 
of fishermen have been regularly violating 
the law which prohibits the catching of 
salmon between the hours of 12 o'clock 
Saturday night and sunrise Monday morn- 
ing, and that the two men were not filled 
with shot from the guns in the hands of 
the eicited fishermen is due to the oflicers' 
discretion. 

It has been known fbt some ne that 
fishermen at Collinsvillei' were violating 
the law in regard to the catching of sal- 
mon, and many complaints have been 
lodged with the Fish Commissioners. 
Mr. Babcock determined to investigate 
mattera and on Sunday quietly left San 
Francisco and visited the colony of fisher- 
men located near Collinsville. Being a 
stranger not much notice was taken of him 
and after sauntering about for a while he 
discovered that the reports sent to the 
Commlssionen wen tme. Five Italians 
and one American were indnstri- 
ously engaged with boats and nits 
catching salmon. Babcock shortly 
after made known who he was, and, as tha 
Fish Commissioner of the State, with au- 
thority to act, seized the boats, nets and all 
paraphernalia and placed them in the care 
of the local constable. He also left instruc- 
tions to have the offenders arrested a.s soon 
as they stepped out of their boats. The 
constable carried otit his instriictionsasfac 
as possible. He laid claim to the property, 
and tied it up. The fishermen submitted,- 
but were higiily indignant, and threatened 
to throw the ofticer into the bay. 

Tbey bided tht ir time, however, and 
when the constable had occa.sion to go up 
town they made off with their boats and 
moored them to the ark in which they 
lived. The constable secured a small boat, 
and, visiting the ark, demanded the re- 
lease of the property. They promptly 
covered him with .shotguns and told Kim 
to move on. As the odds were against him 
ttie olHcial was not long in respecting their 
wisftcs. A message to Babcock soon had 
him on the scene. He visited the ark, and 
the fishermen ai-'ain. by show of arms, in- 
dicattd their 1( u rniination to retain tlieir 
property at al! hazards. The fishermen, 
after the departure of Commissioner Bab- 
cock and the constable, fled from the ark.

SAN MATKO. March 2S.— The boulevard 
project approaches nearer to success every 
day. Through this region public enthusi- 
asm and confidence has been stimulated 
by the definite organized and determined 
efforts to carry out the plan which have 
•been begun by a number of leading men, as 
liescribed in the Cai.i. this momin?;. 

Tlie (.i i ratioiis of the committee of five, 
who an- tu rather information, formulate 
jilans anil s(-lecl a peiieral committee of 
thirty jironiincnt citizens from all parts of 
the county, in whose lianda the project 
Vill be placed, will be watched with much 
interest, not only thronghont this county, 
but in San Francisco and San Jose, where 
interest in the scheme is already great. 

At tlic bc^'inning of the agitation for the 
boulevard it was thought by many that if 
the projctl ever got beyond the stage of in- 
ception it wouM liavc to be first taken up 
in San Francisc j ;inil i<an .lose and then 
San Mateo County might fail into line. 
But now San Uateo County has taken it 
up independently and started right ahead 
with it. Kb one is discussing what San 
Francisco and Santa Clara County may or 
may not do. 

The proposition here is for San Mateo 
County to go ahead, secure plans for a 
grand driveway thirty miles long from the 
San Francisco line to the boundary of 
Santa Clara County, near Menlo Park, 
' issue bonds in some amount ranging from 
1100,000 to $250,000, and build the boule- 
vard. There is no doubt in anybody's 
inind that the two end sections will be 
built. The enterprise in this county will 
greatly stimulate that of its neighbors. 

There is now no question that a propo- 
sition to bond the county for the boule- 
vard will be put before the voters, and that 
before long. San Mateo County will be 
stirred up from end to end and from bay 
to ocean. At this time the prospects of 
two-thirds ot the voters favoring the bond 
issue can only>biegne3sed at; but along the 
bay side of the county, where three-fourths 
of the population is located, the senti- 
ment in favor of it seems so far to be 

■ unanimous and enthusiastic. 

The county papers and the active ana 
leading men of all classes who guide pub- 
lic opinion strongly indorse it. Among its 
stanch supporters are a great number of 
wealthy and well-known San Francisco 
people who reside hereabouts or have prop- 
erty here, including all the well-known 
members of the Burlingame colonj- and 
such men as W. H. Howard, Nat C. Brit- 

■ tan. the Spreckelses, Captain A.H. Payson, 
.\;v::./.i Hayward, Timothy Guy Phelps 
and other large property-owners along this 
stretch «{ bay shore, who are equally well 
Icnown. Everybody who does business or 
owns a lot along- the proposed route of the 
boulevaiid knows that it would greatly in- 
crease the population, wealth, business, 
property values and tame of the county. 
If there are any Silurians along the route 
who will opixise the bond iasne, they have 
not yet been heard from. 

The preliminary anticipations of opposi- 
tion from the big but sparsely settled sec- 
tion of the county over the range toward 
the ocean are already disappearing from 
the minds of the present active promoters. 
More rumors of favor than opposition 
have floated over the hills. The idea has 
taken shai>e that the districts of which 
Spanishtown and Pescadero are the centers 
should receive their proportion of the 
money raised, based on assessment ■values, 
for their own roads. They need roads over 
there badly, and that portion of the 
county would be voting on bonds tat its 
own direct benefit. 

Supervisor J. J. Brown of San Mateo, 
who is strongly in lavor of the boulevard, 
says: ■ 

"The people over there have many rea- 
sons for favoring the bond issne. Now, 
most of the road money is sjwnt on the 
county road. But little" would be needed 
to maintain the boulevard and there would 
be more for other roads. . The boulevard 
woiild help the entire county. When a 
pood driveway brings people from the city 
and elsewhere easily into this region a 
good many more will go in that direction 
for both business and pleasure. The side 
drives into the mountains would take 
pleasure seekers up into the redwoods and 
among the lakes and camping places, and 
on to HaUmoon Bay and that country." 

One of the Influential backers of the 
boulevard is ex-Senator J. D. Byrnes. He 
said : 

"Kverybody from all over the county 
that I have spoken to is in favor of it. 
They even favored it over at Halfmoon 
Bay. where I wa* last Sunday. My idea of 
the boulevard is that it would open the 
county and its resources, bring in people, 
develop the country and Increase property 
values. We probably ought to spend $200,- 
000 on it. I think that it would haidly 
increase the tax rate. The boulevard 
«ngbt to be built and now is the time. The 
people will never be so willing or rights ol 
way so cheaply secured." 

Arguments in favor of the boulevard 
multiply and many considerations appeal- 
ing to public pride, public spirit, love of 
the beautiful, desire for pleasure and the 
individual and selfish interests of the 
people generally are urged in its favor. 

One must pass along the route of the 
boulevard, through this park— the handi- 
work of nature — to appreciate those dfgu- 
ments. The same trip would give an idea 
of wliat the boulevard would be to the life 
and pleasure of San Francisco. 

From a few miles south of tiio city, 
where the we.-^tern shore of the ij.iy in iis 
sweep southward begins to find shelter bo- 
hind the Santa Morena Mountains, the 
plain that extends back from the bay and 
the foothills that rue in disorder toward 
the mountain range, presents a panorama 
of exceeding loveliness. Greeks that run 
to tbe bay through tangles of green come 
out of wild canyons above, and the great 
old live oaks, tantaslir and majestic, that 
dot the entire landscape for many miles, 
hanging over tbe roadway below and the 
edges of hills above, are worth a day's 
journey to see. The mountains, too, are 
picturesque. 

Tliere is little or no farming to be seen 



for many miles. 'SUA men own it aU in 
immense tracts, moat of them refusing to 
sell any of it at |1000 an acre. On the big 

green tields, with its lush grass and 
beautiful flowers, are )>astured here and 
tliere a few lilooded horses and occasionally 
a fi.Nv deer, Tiiis region for its natural 
beauty was early claimed by rich men and 
it mainly remains what it will always be— 
the finest suburban region about San 
Francisco. 

One constantly passes magnificent estates 
which wealth and .cultured, taste have 
made beautiful. So many trees have 

been set out, especially near the line of 
the railroad, which runs close to the bay 
and near the towns along it, that from tlie 
trains one sees little or nothing of the rich- 
ness and beauty of the region which lies 
back of it. The region but awaits easier 
and quicker comniunication with San 
Francisco to undergo developotent, and 
tbe city but awaits easy communication by 
the boub'vard to enjoy it. 

Nortli of fian Mateo for a considerable 
distance the footliill.s sweep backward for 
two or three miles from the bay, and at 
Belmont they swing out nearly to the 
shore, sweeping deeply in again southward. 
Because the foothills are comparatively in- 
accessible they are unimproved, except for 
a few magnificent country homes, but they 
will someday be dotted with the prettiest 
homes about the bay. The boulevard 
would open this region to San Francisco 
and afford one of the most famous drives 
in the world. As was pointed out by Kd- 
ward Mil). Johnstom-, .such a driveway 
down the bay would offer in addition sonic 
side drives of tireless interest. Roads lead 
up the canyons, over (he crest of the inner 
range, on to tbe lakes that nestle there, 
through redwood forests over the main 
range and on to the ocean. From a slight 
elevation in the foothills one sees the bay 
Bpre.id out below, and a little higher up 
one catches a glimiise of San Francisco 
and the whole bay region for fifty miles. 

Many people want the boulevard laid out 
by a new route along the foothills. This 
would offer a much finerway for a pleasure 
drive and present more scenic beauty. 
Others say tliat it would cost so enor- 
mously much more than to widen and im- 
prove the present county road that runs 
along the plain that it wou^ be imprac- 
ticable. 

Ed McD. .Tolmslor.p. arl!>t, writer and 
editor of the Travcli r. !,iui e.vplored every 
nook of this region during; a lifteen years' 
residence at San Mateo, and yesterday he 
gave his idea of the boulevard. 

"There is only one thing to say about the 
boulevard, and that. is that it ougbt to be 
built," he said. "Few San Francisco 
people have any Idea of the beauty of this 
region. The contrast in climate with the 
city is exceedingly marked. The region is 
attractive everyway to visitors and resi- 
dents. But, as I say, few people know it. 
There is no way through this county that 
one can take and see so little of the pic- 
turesque comers as by the railroad. 
People have oftoi expressed to me their 
astonishment at the number of brautiful 
drives about San Mateo that they had no 
idea of. 

"There would be some magnificent side 
drives leading off the boulevard. One 
would be to Pilarcitos and San .Vndrea?, 
passing over the inner coast range, from 
which there is a superb panoramic view 
of the region of San Francisco and this 
side of the bay clear to Mount Hamilton. 
Tbe oak knolls, the magnificent madrones 
and the redwood country beyond are 
features of the trip. 

"Another picturesque ride is up San 
Mateo Creek Canyon, by the Pescadero 
stage road, past groves of oaks, madrones, 
alders and buckeyes to the redwoods near 
the summit. Passing Crystal Springs 
lakes to the summit •thtere is'a grand view 
of the ocean on one side and the bay and 
its sorronndings on the other. From the 
summit one can swing along the lake and 
retqra down Belmont Canyon, the pret- 
tiest one on the peninsula and the old 
stamping-ground of Ralston and Sharon. 
Another fine drive is from Redwood City 
to Searsviile. over the mountains to La 
Honda and San Uregorio, where there are 
as tine redwood forests as X have seen. 
These side trips would be enjoyed by 
many if the boulevard made this regioii 
popular and accessible." 

THROUGH THE CITy. 



Proposal to Connect Golden 
Gate Park With San Jose. 

The proposition to establish a boulevard 
between San Francisco and San Jose is 
growing. It is growing more in San Fran- 
cisco than in any other direction, and the 
result will be a half-dozen txiulevards 
built within the limits of San Francisco 
that will connect with the main artery 
that will lead toward tbe foothills of San 
Mateo and tbe orchards and vineyards of 
Santa Clara. 

One has already been suggested, that of a 
connecting driveway from Qolden Gate 
Park southward to the southern limits of 
the city at whatever point the main boule- 
vard shall start. Such a road would form 
a practical southern outlet from the park 
and pass through that section of the city 
which presents some grand views of the 
ocean and other scenery. 

Some of the property-owners along the 
route suggested have signified their willing- 
ness to grade and macsdamize their por- 
tion of such a driveway as shall pass 
through their property. The owners of 
the lands through which the boulevard 
would run, in the order of their holdings, 
are: Mayor Sutro, the Spring Valley Wa- 
ter Company, J. P. McCarthy. AV. M. l itz- 
hugh, Sunnyside Land Company and va- 
rious property-owners at both ends of the 
line. 

The owners of property along the line 
who have already promised to build their 
share include the land from Iiagnna 
Honda on the north to Mayor Sutro's land 
on the south. 

The proposition is to construct a boule- 
vard or driveway, beginning at the junc- 
tion of Seventh avenue with the j ark, to 
extend south on Seventh avenue to La- 
puija Honda, the lower lake of the Spring 
Valley water works. The line would then 
run, according to the surveys that have 
been made, along the west bank of the lake 
in a southerly course across the Market- 
street extension, continuing in that direc- 
tion along the Almshouse road through tl.e 
Almshouse tract to a point where the San 
Miguel road reaches Stanford Heights. 

Thence the line runs east to Stanford 
Heights avenue, and turning a right angle 
continues south for half, a mile when it 
bears off to the east, forming an irregular 
semicircle lor neariy a quarter of a mile, 
then proceeds south lor another qiuvter 
mile, and again nfaking an angle runs 
west nearly a quarter mile to the lands 
of Mayor Sutro. 

The survey indicates about a half mile, 
running directly west through Mayor 
Sutro's lands and then a qiiarter mile 
south to Arlington street, thence i^ong 
that street to Ocean 'View. 

This route, of course, may be subjected 
to changes, but it has bceu selected witb 
the idea of combining certain eeooomical 
advantages with sup«ior scenic attrac- 
tions. 

The Almhouse road i:; now a beautiful 
driveway which only needs widening. 



Stanford Heights and Sunnyside avenues 
are broad streets, and the semicircle men- 
tioned will avoid an undesirable grade. 

If Mayor Sutro's offer some two years 
ago to give the city a way through his land 
shall be accepted along this proposed 
boiili'vard that will leave only about a mile 
and a half of the entire five miles which 
the survey w£il measure to be built through 
the property own^d by individuals at each 
end of the line. 

As to scenic attractions and directness of 
connection of Golden Gate I'ark with the 
terminus of the proposed San Jose boule- 
vard there can be no question as to the 
superiority of this or a similar route. In 
fact if this projiositiou shall be accepted 
there will be no more beautiful driveway 
in the city, not excepting the Presidio. 

The views along this route are of tbe 
most varied. Shortly after leaving the 
park an elevation is reached that gives an 
extended view of the entire part. Cliff 
House and the ocean beach on one side and 
a i>art of the city on the other. Further 
aiongthe driveway is secluded in a series 
of Utile ravines ami dells as it runs through 
the Almshouse tract. Thence, passing 
tliroii^di Stanford Heights avenue, a view 
of the Golden Gate, the ocean and the San 
Mateo bills on one side and the whole 
sweep of Oakland, Alameda and Berkeley 
is given. 

The next section is similar in its seclu- 
sion to the Almshouse road. Reaching a 
point a little northeast of the proposed new

racetrack, the view broadens out, including 
a beautiful stretch from Lakeview to the 
ocean, over Lake Merced. 

If this route is not selected, then another 
to the west and in a more direct cour.se 
may be selected. In either the object will 
be accomplished— the building of a drive- 
way from Golden Gate Park southward to 
meet the,San Joae boulevard.

SACRAMENTO, March 28.— Senate bill 
100, which authorized the payment of J. J. 
Oonlin's claim by the city of San Fran- 
cisco, had flic honor of being the last bill 
signed by Governor Budd to-night. 

It was a close call for that particular 
measure. ai:d it took the unanimous voted 
refjuest of the Hoard of Su|)orvisor8 of the 
Bay City to procure the bill's signature. 

.Vfter signing the measure the Governor 
turned to Senator Maboney and said: 
■'Senator, I signed that bill, but it had the 
closest shave of any tbat has received my 
signature." 

At this moment Attorney Herrin of the 
Southern Pacific Company stepped to the 
Governor's side and said: "Now, Gov- 
ernor, about tl;:it hill" — 

"Presumnt.ly Assembly bill 702?" inter- 
rupted the liovcrnor. "I shall not sign it. 
No, sir; I shall not sign it. I don't con- 
sider it constitutional." 

Mayor Steinman of Sacramento also at- 
tempted to enlist bis Excellency's atten- 
tion to a claim bill, but without success, 
for the Governor, placing his hands on the 
>fayor s shoulders, said: "See here, Ben, 
visit me when you please, but don't ask me 
to sipn another bill, for I will Hot do it. 
The last one is signed."

SACRAMENTO, Cai,., March 28.— Senate 
bill 806 also escaped the Governor's veto 
and has become a law. It provides for the 
establishing of a rock-crushing plant at 
Fol.som Prison to be operated by convict 
labor and the power that Is controlled by 
the prison directors. The rock crushed by 
the plant is to be used for road-building 
ptirposes and sold for that purpose at an 
advance of 10 per cent on tbe actual cost of 
manufacture. It is hoped that by fumish- 
ing good road material at the low price of 
the cost of production by convict labor 
it will tend to promote tbe building 
of good roads throughout the State. 

The bill is the outgrowth of the good 
roads convention that met in this city 
prior to convening of the Legislature. 
There is a proviso in the measure which 
states that when the Governor, State 
Prison Directors and Bureau of Highways 
are satisfied that highway material to the 
amount of 90,000 cubic yards shall betaken 
for road purposes, the plant shall be estab- 
lished. Arrangements are being made by 
the (^ity Trustees of Sacramento to order at 
least :iO,(>00 cubic yards of this material f.ir 
the I'lirjiose of macadamizing certain 
streets within the city limits, and it is 
rumored that tbe city of Stockton will re- 
quire a like amount. Should such be the 
fact the plant will shortly be established. 

The sighing oIAssemUf bill 682, a^ptO' 
priating $33,007 40 for the improvement of 
the streets surrounding the State capitol 
building, has met with the approbation of 
the main portion of tlie residents of Sacra- 
mento city. The citizens are proud of the 
State capitol building. They boast of its 
beautifully kept surroundings and are 
delighted with the measure that will add 
te those attmctions. 

Folsom prison also taxed well in the ap- 
p ropriations that wers favorably considered 
by Governor Budd to-day. Senate bill 213 
provides that $20,000 shadl be apportioned 
for the completion of the convicts' dining- 
room, officers' and guards' quarters and 
the furnishing of the same. This appro- 
priation was necessary. The bill also pro- 
Tides that all bills of supplies for the work, 
after being audited by the prison directors, 
mnit be passed upon by tbe State Board 
of Examiners. This is also necessary.

S.VCRAMlvNTO, i ai,., .March 2S.— The 
.fordun claim as enil>odied in Senate bill 
3ti has beeti treated by Governor Budd iu 
the same manner it has ix;en treated by 
his predecessors. It has l>een pocketed. 

The bUl was not signed for the reason 
that there was a certain amount attached 
which he did not favor, and also for the 
reason that it contained a "whereas" 
clause, making any bill passed by the 
Board of Kxaniiners in tho future a law. 
However, both the Governor and Attomey- 
(ieneral ]>romise to re-examine the bill at 
any time upon application. 

It is stated that Jordan offered to give a 
certified bond in the sum <A $100,000 to 
have tbe ^ill placed befne the Board of 
Examiners for examination and curtail- 
ment, accept the amount they would grant 
and {^e a receipt in full to the State if the 
bill was signed and liquidated. This prop- 
osition was also submitted to the Attorney- 
General, but he was compelled to report 
adversely on that propo-iition also, for ac- 
cording to the statutes if the bill was 
signed the entire amount must l>e paid. 
The Governor expressed much reeret be- 
cause be was compelled to pocket the 
measure. He terms it a just claim killed 
by too many nttnchments. The amountof 
the claim is $75,000.

COLMA, March 28.— Few San Francisco 
people eat their vegetables with much 
knowledge of where they come from. To 
see vegetables, carload after carload of 
them, one four-horse wagon after another 
creaking under tons of them and htmdreds 
of acres of ndling hillsides presenting a 
vegetable mosaic, one must go to Colma. 

This little suburb of San Francisco, a 
little south of the connty line, is the center 
of the city 's chief veg( t;tblc supidy. The 
village lies a mile or more from the ocean, 
nestling in a valley two miles wide, which 
runs from tbe beach at i.aku Jlerced 
oasterly between the b^innings of the 
Santa Mprena Mountains and the Ban

Bmno Mountains. Then the valley opens 
out on the bay and the plain that skirts 
the bay shore southward. Colma lies in 
the pathway of nearly all the travel and 
traflic between the city and the rest of the 
peninsula. The town looks on ocean and 
bay, and its pretty and convenient location 
is rapidly increasing its population. 

At the base of the San Bruno Mountains, 
a mile away, a great number of white 
gravestones cluster. At the base of tbe 
low Sania Morena hills, a little south of 
the town, the vegetable gardens begin. 
The 1500 acres of v^etables roll clear to 
the summit of the range. Just beyond the 
vegetables begin again and are strung 
clear down the San I'edro Valley. 

They are Italians who do all this garden- 
ing. Two or a dozen club together and 
lease ten to sixty acres at $10 an acre and 
work and live on a communistic plan. 
Macaroni is plenty in the frugal little 
homes, and they haul home in their 
empty wagons from the city quantities of 
cheap grapes in season and make their 
own wine. 

About thirty gre.it wagons c:irrying two 
or three tons of vcgetaides come into 
Colma daily. From the San IVdro Valley 
six horses are used to Colma and most of 
the big wagons reach the city market in 
the small hours of the morning and in- 
crease the babel there before daybreak. 

But Colma feeds Chicago and Kansas 
City people too. During tbe winter and 
spring months liSO carloads ot potatoes,

The father of the Colma vegetable busi- 
ness is R. C. Thornton, a large land- 
holder who tOr many years has leased to 
the gardeners their land. Mr. Thornton 
is one of Colma's oldest and mo^it enter- 
prising citizens, and he has lived there 
since 1862. He is now especially active in 
the plan to build the big boulevard which 
would vastly increase public accjuaintance 
with the place and help its progress. 

The better highway right down the coast 
from San Francisco to Halfmoon Bay, 
which the future will bring, will place 
Colma on the main route of travel in that 
direction too, and the place will grow with 
San Francisco. Jacob Bryan of Colma, 
one of the County Supervisors, has recently 
been dqing much to improve the roads 
near Colma. The town has a number of 
pretty houses and last year showed its en- 
toprise by issuing bonds for $15,000 and 
putting up a fine school building.

Several In Hiding and Afraid to 
Claim the Dead or Return to 
Their Hontes. 



LOUIsyiLLE, Kt., March 28.— The in- 
side facts of tbe attempted hold-up pf the 

Queen and Crescent No. 3, near Greenwood 
yesterday morning are told in a special to 
the Evening Post, as follows: A plot to 
hold up the train has been hatching for 
weeks. The road and express authorities 
manage<l to get a detective into tbe confi- 
dence of the robbers, who stayed with 
them until about 2 o'clock. The train was 
due at the rendezvous at 3 o'clock. 

The local detective made an excuse to eo 
to Greenwood station, a mile away. 
When the train pulled into Greenwood 
Detectives Grillin and Kddy were notified 
by I'raser, the local detective, that the 
game was ready. The engineer was to 
give a sjitcial signal or whistle if the train 
was halti'd"by bandits. Promptly on dot 
and spot, a mile south of Greenwood, in 
the dark shadows of tbe tunnel, the signal 
came from tbe engineer, with the sharp 
crack of revolvers saluting the halt of the 
train. 

The wheels had not stopped ^re Griffin, 
Eddy and Eraser sprang from the train. 
Every one fairly in sight went down under 
the lajiid hie of the detectives. The rob- 
bers Were so dazed that their reply lire 
was wild, and in a few minutes all was 
over. Two men were killed. They were 
Jesse Morrow, aged 50, and Tom Morrow, 
aged 26. They were desperate characters, 
living in the vicinity. The tramp, Martin, 
the third man shot, was not thought to 
have any connection with the affair. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tens., March 2S.— 
■le.sse E. Morrow and son, tbe train-robbers 
kiileil yesterday near Greenwood, Ky,, 
lived about fourteen miles from Green- 
wood, and were tough characters. The 
third man found wounded was William 
Martin of Allegheny, Pa. H. M. Brown, 
mail agent, says he saw one of the robbers 
shoot Martin under the train. 

SOMERSET, Kt., March 28.— As all the 
train-robbers lived near Greenwood there 
is much interest taken in who is away from 
home. At least three escaped, and they 
are believed to be in hiding at their homes. 
John Underwood, who was thought to be 
one of the bandits, is said to be wounded, 
and if true he is the one who was shot as 
he was going np the bank. The fact that 
Mose Morrow, another son of Jesse, did not 
con^e for the remains of his father and 
brdther is held as proof that he was in the 
gang. It is generally believed that the 
oflicials know the names of those -who 
escaped. 

Sam Eraser, who tipped off the raid, was 
here to-day, but soon di.sapi, eared. He is in 
danger until tbe other robbers are caiuured. 
It is said that his mother and the dead 
robber, Jesse Morrow, were brother and 
sister. The man who signaled the train 
and climbed into the cab, covering the en- 
gineer, remained on the engine after the 
others escaped. He might have been killed 
or captured had the guards been aware of 
this fact. He stole away in the dark. 

"Ltie jury impaneled by Coroner Patton 
viewed the remains yesterday, but no in- 
quest has been held and it may not be 
until next week. It is hoped that Martin, 
the tramp, who was so severely wounded, 
will be able then to give his statement. 
He is very low.

The body of the murdered girl will be 
sent to Minneapolis to-night.

The outbreak was the result of a meeting 
held by the girls in the afternoon, when 
it was decided to show their resentment 
for partiality they believed to have been 
shown one of their number.

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 28— Messrs. 
Warner Miller, Smith, Weed, Hitchcock 
and Bartlett of Xew York called on the 
'Ihresident, Secretarj- Oreshani aiid Secre- 
tary Lament to-diiy in connection with 
the aiipnintment of a oiminiittee to ex- 
amine the Nit'ara^-ua caiiMl route, as pro- 
vided for by a clause in the last sundry 
civil appropriation bill. 

This cla'isc makes an appropriation of 
J20,000 for the purpose of asoertaininp the 
feasibility of permanence and cost of con- 
struction and completion of the canal on 
the present route and provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to be com- 
posed of one army enjtinecr, one naval en- 
gineer and one eivilian expert tcFvisit and 
inspect the eanal. 

The m ork is to be done under regulations 
prewribeii by the Secretary of State and 
the President is to api>oint the eonimis- 
sion. The latter is authorized to sns(.'est 
any deviation from the present line that 
nay be desirable. 

The callers disclosed a general desire to 
appoint the Commissioners and equip an 
expedition to Kicaraf^a at the earliest day 
practii able. No names were mentioned 
for till' jiiares as Commissioners, but it was 
definitely understood that the appoint- 
ments Would i>e made soon. 

At the ('onehision of the eonferenee 
Bartlett of the ci.mmittee n hith bus re- 
cently reorgiuized the company outlined 
the projected work. 

"It is most desirable." said he, "that the 
expedition start at the earlie-st day practi- 
cable. The rainy season bepiiis in May 
and lasts until N<ivembfT. and this and 
the climate will make it hard for men un- 
tried to the locality. The desire is to com- 
plete tha work this summer. ' 

Mr. Bartlett was asked if the pending 
troables between Great Britain and Nica- 
ragua wonid embarrass the work or 
threaten the United States' interest in the 
eanal.

At one time there was 
some talk that tlreat Britain would inter- 
vene to buiki the canal if we did not, but 
that tinio pr.st."

Soon to Be Thrown open by the 
Government for Set- 
tlement. 

Hundreds of Thousands op 
Acres for Which the In- 
dians Will Be Paid. 

WASHINGTON. D. C, March 23.— 
retary Smith to-d:iy L'.ive t.i the !'re-!.lent 
the drafts of two proclamation? opening to 
settlement , the lands eeded bytbe Yaak- 
ton Sioux Indians in South Dakota and 
the Alsea and other Indians on the Silotz 
reservation in Oregotf. The President is 
expected to act immediatdj on these and 
issue the foirmal prodantstions 'within a 
few days. 

The Vaiik; 111 r. -ervation embodies some 
of the best land in liie State, and there are 
168,000 acres of the ceded lands. The 
proclamation provides that the lands shal! 
be subject to entry within thirty days of 
publication. Land ofBdals do not expect 
a rnsh for the lands such as occurred at 
Oklahoma opening, and will adopt meas- 
ures tending to secure equal treatment for 
all settlers. The aRreement with the 
Yanktons provided for tlie ]>aynient for 
surplus lands of flW.tm. together Avith 
|20 for each male .idult of the tribe. The 
agreement with the Indians on the Silotz 
reservation provided for the cea^n of all 
tbsir luiallotted lands, the total ceded 
territovy covering 178,000 acres. The com- 
pensation paid by the Government was 
1100,000. 

There are several other reservations for 
which negotiations for opening to settle- 
ment are being made, and the Nez Perccs 
lands in Idaho will probably be among the 
first made subject to entry.

Jiegulationit to Govern the Xorth Amert- 
ean CommerMal Company, 

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 28.-The 
preparation of regulations to govern the 
North American Commercial Company in 
its operations in the Bering Sea during the 
coming season is now in progress at the 
Treasury Department.

WASHINGTON, D. C, March 2.S.-The 
report of Captain Davis of the United 
States steamship Montgomery, upon his 
investigation in Honduras surrounding the 
killing of the American Renton at Brewers 
Lagoon, has ju.=t hern received at the 
Navy Department. The report is volumin- 
ous and is being carefully sifted by the 
oflicials. 

Captain Davis made a most careful in- 
quiry into all of the facts. The conclusion 
is that the Honduran Government is 
properly chargeable with the' respo|isibU- 
ity for the affair and bas b«en dereRet in 
failing intake steps whatever to ascer- 
tain and punish the perpetrators of the 
crime. 

Captain Davis' visit awakened the Hon- 
duran olliciuls, aud there is now a fair 
pro.-pect tliiit justice will be secured at 
last. Captain Davis found that the injury 
sustained by the Renton estate amounts to 
about $38,000, and the Hondnmn Govern- 
ment will be requested to reimbtirse the 
widow in this amonnt. The rex>ort of the 
naval captain will be trsn.smitted to the 
State Department, at whose request the in- 
vestieation was undertaken.

WAPHIXGTON, D. C, March 28.— Presi- 
dent Cleveland is said to have become a 
eonvert to the income ta.x. If the fifty- 
fourth Congress should .ittempt tne retn'al 
of this law. as is exiiectcd, Mr. Cleveland 
will probably be found standing in the way 
of the accomplishment of that act. 

When the proposition was first made in 
the last Congress the President was not 
favorable to it. and it was with great diffi- 
culty that he was converted to the corpora- 
tiun tax, which he recommended in the 
mc.-.-age, tliinkinp that flie proposition 
wciuld not be pia.-sed beyond that point. 

He was not at all (■!ea>eil wlien the gen- 
eral income tax was adopted, and it is be- 
lieved that he looked forward to the time 
when the law might be repealed. Very re- 
cently, however, it is said that he hds be- 
come convinced that the tax is in accord 
with his tariff policy, and that through it 
an opportunity may be afforded for s still 
further reduction of customs duties than 
tbcit niaile by the 'Wilson-Ciorman hill. 

The returns to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau give promise of a considerably 
larger revenue from this source than he 
had expected, and to that extent it re- 
lieves him ol fears that a shortage in the 
treasury might compel him to accept at 
the hands of a Republican Congress some 
increase of tariff rates. He sees in it also a 
means of revenue in the event of a foreign 
tariff war being pressed to an extreme. 

This attitude of the administration may 
have some bearing upon the decision of 
the Supreme Court as to the constitution- 
ality of the income tax. While the court ] 
is supposed to be guided by nothing but ' 
law, yet in a matter involving the powers , 
of the Government there is an impression | 
that the court has a leaning toward that I 
which the administration regards as de- 
sirable. I 

If the adiuinistration regarded the tax 
as unnecessary or improper the chances of ; 
a decision adverse to the <Toverniueiit I 
might perhaps be greater. Tlie lu lief is 
general to-night that a decision will be 
handed down next Mondav.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, ^farch ■2^.— 
Premier Greenway made an oflii'ia! slate- 
ment to the Manitoba Le^dslature late this 
afternoon on the separate parochial scliool 
question. He commenced by stating that 
bis Oovemment saw no reason whatever 
why it should change its position in re- 
gard to the school system of Uanitoba— 
national schools tor all and no • sepaiate 
schools. 

The receipt of the message from Ottawa, 
with a copy of the remedial order made by 
the Dominion Government, raised consti- 
tutional questions exceeding in gravity 
and importance, to his mind, any legisla- 
tive question that has heretofore arisen in 
any legislative assembly in Canada since 
the day when the Canadian provinces were 
confederated. These questions affected not 
only the province of Manitoba, but every 
province in the Dominion. In view of 
these facts, the Government had decided 
to ask that the Legislature adjourn until 
May 9 in order that ample time may tx" 
given for full and deliberate consideration 
of the whole matter. 

The Piemier's remarks were received 
with cheers, and the-motion to adjourn 
will be agreed to to-monow. 

The Catholics charge that this is an at- 
tempt to shirk the issue, but it Is denied 
by the Government. They say that the 
order from Ottawa is an unxirecedented 
one, and must be well weighed, or there is 
danger of a disruption of the confeileration. 

The Premier was asked by the Associated 
Press corre.-pondent whetlierthe Dominion 
Government would be likely to take tbis 
proposed adjournment of the local House 
as a refusal on the part of the province to 
act iu the matter of the order. He replied 
that no such construction conld be put 
upon the adjournment, inasmuch as the 
Provincial Government was taking the 
order into roiisideratian. and there was no 
likelihood thai the Dominion Government, 
having tiiree weeks of session before the 
Provincial House meets again and sends 
its answer, will act in the matter before 
hearing from Manitoba. 

Sir Charles Ttapper's resignation and his 
attitude on tlie school remedial order is the 
subject of much approving comment here. 
The Premier said that his course was a 
sound and honorable one, and was evi- 
dence also of profound political sagacity. 
Briefly stated Sir C harles Tupper's conten- 
tion was that the Dominion Government 
should have gone to the coantiry on this 
important question and should not have 
called a session at all. The Government 
has now opened communication with cer> 
tain eminent constitutional lawyers and 
has submitted to them for their advice 
scinie of the chief points affecting the juris- 
diction of the Legislature. 

The Orange Lodge of Manitoba, in ses- 
sion here, to<lay adopted the following 
resolutions: 

Suolred, That we view with the Krealest 
alarm the present state of aflairs which exist 
between tlie Dominion and Manitoba. And we 
desire to express our approval of the stand 
taken by our representatives in the Provincial 
Legislature in Manitoba, our rights and privi- 
leges brooking no interference by the Central 
Gorernment In our educational affairs, and we 
call upon all Protestants to support no canal- 
dates for the House of Commons or the Legif 1»- 
ture who do not openly and nnquallfledly 
pledge themselves to determinedly oppose any 
and all attempts toward tne closing of our pub- 
lic school system and the Imposing npon us 
and our children.lhe accursed system of sepa- 
rate schools. 

Kffolrfd further. That on account of Mani- 
toba's central locatitAi in the chain ol prov- 
inces which compose the dominion, and having 
naught to bind as to either, save religion and 
lattgnaga and that inherited desire to main- 
tain the connections between the colonies of 
British America and the mother land. It must 
be eppareiil to any statesman, British or Cana- 
dian, who will endeavor to check Manitoba by 
Illegal interiereaee, either In the management 
of Its schools or ether internal affairs, by break- 
ing the central link of the ehain, it must 
naturally divide if not endanger eonfederatloo. 

The Orange Grand Lodge also passed a 
resolution declaring it was advisable that 
u public convention representative of all 
grades of religious and political opinions 
be liekl in Winnipeg at an early date to 
voice the senliineuts of the electors on the 
maintenance of the public schools.

This 
report was written in January, but only 
arrived in London yesterday. 

The writer says he is convinced that in 
1893 and 1894 the TnrMsh Government gave 
iioth oral and written orders to the Kurds 
to attack the Armenians, promising them 
the booty and relieving them of responsi- 
liility for the consequence?. 

In the first attacks made upon tbera the 
Armenians defeated the Kurds. Undouiit- 
edly hut for Turkish help the Kurds would 
have been unable to have gained a perma- 
nent victory. The Kurds in the early 
skirmishes did not harm women and chil- 
dren. Even when incited by the Turks 
they did little in ealtaparison with the 
latter.

Japanese Represented to Be 
Wild With a Desire 
FOR War. 



Li Hung Chang Not the Only 
Peace Envoy Assailed 
BY Fanatics. 



LONDON, Eng., March 28.— The Naga- 
saki and Peking correspondents ol the 
Times, in dispatches published in that 
paper this morning, comment npon the 
war frensy that pervades the Japanese 
people and claim that this shows the wis- 
dom of the Chinese in having wished to 
conduct peace negotiations outside of 
Japan. Both correspondents add that 
Gustav Detring and the other Chinese 
peace envoys were attacked while they 
were in Japan, though the assaults upon 
them were less serious tnan the one upon 
Li Hung Chang. The. envoys maintained 
silence in regard to the attack in order to 
avoid embittering the situation. 

HIROSHIMA, Japan, March ».— The 
condition of Viceroy Li Hung Chang is 
pronounced favorable. 

YOKOHAMA, J.\PAN. March 28.— The 
Korean loan of 3,(X10,000 yen has finally 
been arranged upon the terras demanded 
by Japan. It is renavahle in five vears. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.— The Japa- 
nese legation has received the following 
rescript issued bytbe Emperor of Japan 
on the occasion of the ahooUng of Id Hnng 
Chang. It contains several statements not 
given in the copy first cabled to this coun- 
try : 

"Althongh China is actually at war with 
us, she sent an envoy, observing the due 
forms and ceremonies of nations, to nego- 
tiate I'l-.iie, and we also appointed our 
plenipotentiaries to meet and confer with 
him at ShimonoseU. It being proper that 
we should, in accordance with the estab- 
lished international nsage and with due 
regard to the honor of the state, extend to 
the Chinese envoy suitable treatment and 
protection, we especially directed the com- 
petent authorities to neglect nothing to 
that end. We deeply regret that a miscre- 
ant has uufurtiinately appeared who has 
inflicted injury upon the envoy. The 
offender will, of course, be punished by the 
competent authorities according to law 
without the least extenuation. We com- 
mand the officials and the people to en- 
deavor by more strongly bearing our will 
in mind to strictly guard against the recttr- 
rencc of sucli outrages, .so as not to impair 
the honor and glory of the nation."

Until Spain Gives Notice That a 
Revolution Exists She Can't

J.xrKPONVTLLE, Fr.A., March 2?.— It 
is re]'Mrteil here lo-iiiL'lit that a secret 
movement is on foot to organi/c, eijiiip 
and embark direct from Jacksonville and 
Kernandiua an army of 15,000 Cubans and 
negroes for service in the InAirtection in 
Cuba. The movement is reported to he 
managed hy the Cuban revolutionists. 

The ground reported to be taken by the 
managers is that as the Spanish officials 
persistently deny (hat an insurrection 
exists in Cuba she cannot make valid com- 
plaint at Washington against a filibustcr- 
inj; expedition. The I'nited states can and 
will proceed against lilibustering only 
when Spain gives formal notice that an 
insurrection exists in Cuba, and that an 
expedition leaving the United States is to 
lead the rebels and thereby Tiolate the 
treaty between Spain and fills Govern- • 
ment. 

It may be that the movement reported 
to be secretly taking form here is merely 
an audacious bluff to frighten Spain into 
acknowledging the insurrection; but 
whether it is or is not, conspicuous names 
are identified with the enterprise. Gon- 
zales Quesada of New York and Colonel 
Figueros and Valdez Domeniquez of 
Tampa, who are leaders in the movement, 
are reported to be wealthy, and are con- 
tributing large sums to the cause. 

An influential citizen of Jacksonville 
who will be a conspicuous member of the 
Liegislature which meets next week at 
Tallahassee is familiar with all the secrets 
of clubs. He talked somewliat freely of 
the expedition. Solicitors are now at work 
throughout Florida gathering money and 
engaging men to join the expedition, he c 
said, and an effort will be made after the ' 
meeting to organize an army of 15,000 
Cubans and negroes. 

The army will be in command of an 
Am.erican soldier, an officer of the G. A. E., 
who has volunteered for the enterprise. 
The plan of the club is to charter fast 
steam vessels and embark at Jacksonville 
and Fernandina. The expedition will be 
prepared to fight as soon as it leaves. It 
will go straight for a smaU Cuban port and 
join the patriots.

A LAWYER SOUNDLY SHAKEN 



He Had Made Some Disparaoino 
Remarks About Her Babt 
John. 



Mrs. Isabella Martin, be.sieged by Deputy 
Sheriffs and holding her fort on Van Ness 
avenue in defiance of the minions of the 
4aw, gave a narrative yesterday of her re- 
cent experiences in Weaverville. 

The lower portion of the house is desti- 
tute of furniture, the ruthless envoys of 
Sheriff Whelan having devastated the 
premises. But Mrs. Martin's boudoir and 
stronghold is still unpolluted by tbe talons 
of the law and is a room of luxury and 
taste. The fair chatelaine was in one of 
the niont harrowing scenes of Daniel 
O'Connell's play when the reporter arrived, 
but kindly related the thrilling events of 
her trip to Trinity County and the partic- 
ulars of her rough handling by Attorney 
Bartlett. 

"I went to MaJrwell this last time to set- 
tle my annual account with the Probate 

Judge, Hon. T. E. Jones," said Mrs. Mar- 
fin, "and to also petition the court for a 
homestead on the proi>erty in Oakland— it 
beins; the same property" which Dr. Mc- 
Nutt levied on and sold at Sheriff's sale. I 
had hardly taken mv seat in the conrt- 
room before James Bartlett, the District 
Attorney of Trinity County, came and de- 
murred in behalf of Dr, "McNutt to my 
petition for a probate homestead. He was 
one of the men who opened my husband's 
safe, and was the attorney for' the Public 
Administrator wbo contested my right to 
administer on the estate. I am told on 
very good authorit.v that he bad advised 
people to sue my husband's estate, 
telling them that he would brin^ 
the "suit, and if they succeeded 
in collecting their bills thev c(iuld 
divide with him; if on the cont'rarv thev 
did not obtain the money they need not 
pay him anything. This'ninii'ner ..f j.n>- 
eedure on the part of a public onirer has 
irritated me, and when he appeared in the 
court at Weaverville this month I felt any- 
thing but amicable toward bim. 'When he 
offered hi": demurrer on behalf of Dr. Mc- 
Nutt I objected most strenuously. The 
Judge said that he would for the" instant 
overrule the objection, allowinc Mr. Bart- 
lett to state the grounds on wliich he ap- 

S eared. Mr. Bartlett replied that Dr. >fc- 
utt was an heir of my husband 's estate — 
'Ah! an heir, a relative,' I replied; 'How 
is that?" 

"Mr. Lartlett then stated to the court 
that Dr. McN'utt bad levied on my interest 
in my husband's property in Oakland, had 
sold it at Sheriff's sale and had bought the 
interest in, and consequently was an heir. 
Well, I was alone acting as my own attor- 
ney, and I at once realized that I had a 
bitter light on my hands. I objected to 
Mr. Bartlett being allowed to even remain 
in the courtroom, as I was there on pro- 
bate business and not on business with my 
creditors. J. C. Bolg and ex-Judge Q. E. 
■\Villiams had advised me tbi-vroughl.v on 
the matter and foriilied me with the law of 
the case. I asked the court permission to 
leave the room and thenseof his library, 
which he granted. Wlien I returned I was 
bulwarked by twcntv-one of the California 
Reports and'the ('(.Je of Civil Procedure. 

"I think Mr. Hartlett was somewhat sur- 
prised, and tbe Judge, %vho is in very poor 
health, hau a very weary look as be con- 
templated those "books; however, after I 
had cited the different authorities and 
decisions of the Supreme Court he took the 
matter under adviMment until after recess. 
That decision did not give me great jov; 
still, I confess that I wasgreatlv impressed 
with the new-found relative in the shape of 
Dr. McNutt. I had argued to the court 
that if I, as the surviving wife of John 
Martin, could not. under tbe laws not oulv 
of this State but of tbe United States, 
waive my right to the homestead owing to

the fact that there wag an infant minor 
heir, now then could my newlv made rela- 
tive? Well, we adjourned court, and I 
was so anjgry and indignant with Mr. Bart- 
lett that TconId not eat lunch. 

"At 2 p. M. we found ourselves again in 
tbe cfuirtrnom and I was about' to take up 
the argument of the demurrer when Judge 
Jones informed Mr. Bartlett that my ob- 
jection was sustained and consequently I 
thought that I was through with my 
enemy, but no. Mr. Bartlett said that 
with the court's permission he would re- 
main as amicus curice. 'What's that?' I 
asked. The court replied that he wished 
to remain as a friend of the court. I again 
objected, requesting Mr. Bartlett to leave 
tlie room, and reminded the .ludge that 
once upon a time soon after my husband's 
death 1 had written to the court asking 
him to bo my friend, and that he replied 
by writing me that the court had no 
friends. How then could he have while 
on tbe bench a friend who was antagonis- 
tic to the Interests of thisminor child? And 
1 eould not see why he wanted a friend— I 
certainly had none, not even an attorney. 

"The court decided against me and in- 
formed me that Mr. Bartlett would re- 
main. I at once said. 'I would not have 
anything to say to that man,' and then 
Judge Jones began examining lue in re- 
gard to the petition for a homestead, and 
finally conclucled by saying that he would 
take tbe matter under advisement and 
would inform me of his decision ^in a few 
days. I thought that ended the matter 
and was preparing to leave the courtroom, 
when the ever-present .Mr. liartlett said: 
'Mrs. Martin, I would like to ask you a 
few questions. Do you,reside on Van Ness 
■avenue in San Francisco?' I did not even 
look at him, but turning to the Judge, 
said, 'Your Honor, I will not answer.' 
Mr. Bartlett repeated his question, when 
the Judge thundered at me, 'Mrs. Martin, 
answer the question !' 'I won't,' I replied.' 
There was dead silence for a moment, and 
then I approached the Judge, and, giving 
him the appraisers bill, asked him te ap- 
prove it. 

"Mr. Bartlett looked as if he was 
ashamed of him.self, and closing his book 
said: ' Your Honor, I withdraw the ques- 
tion.' No one made reply. I went to the 
window and looking out, said to the Judge : 
' That is the most beautiful sight I have 
ever seen,' referring to the snow-capped 
mountains in the distance. The Judge 
kindly said: 'Yes, Mrs. Martin, they are 
beautUul.' Mr. Bartlett said, ■ I withdraw 



the question,' for the second time. No 
one nf>ticed biin. He looked vengeance 
when he left the room.- 

"The next time he appeared was on the 
following Thursday, the 19th ; the time set 
for bearlTig my annual account. This time 
he appeared on behalf of Dr. McNutt, and 
objected to the settlement of my account 
on the grotind that he was a creditor of mv 
husband. ' Why, Dr. McNutt is too lateV 
I said, ' to come here as a creditor. I do 
not believe that he ever saw my husband, 
and if be is a creditor he is barred by the 
statute of limitation.' 

''He gave his written objection to the 
Judge, and after iny objection, which the 
court sustained, he at my request left the 
room. Late that afternoon, after coUrt, 
we met at the head of the stairs in the 
courthouse. We li:id a few words, when 
he referred to the wiil case and insinuated 
that Baby John was iiot the child of my 
husband. He did it in a very irritating, 
taunting manner, and before the words 
were fairly out of bis month I had him by 
the back of his coat collar and shook him 
as a terrier would a rat, and said: 'Mr. 
Bartlett, I have remained silent with 
closed lips for the last time and heard any 
human say or insinuate that Baljy Johii 
is not my child or my husband's,'* and I 
pushed bim half way down the stairs. I 
hope that man has leirned a lesson."

Tlicy bronglit suit acninst me inr ^i9it and 
rihialne.l jiKlKmentwhile T wasin Weavervilie. 
StitiseqiiCTiiIy iliey levied on my goods and 
tunk ti.eiii irniii the house. 

Yc-^teriliiy (Wednesday) J. C. Bates, my at- 
torney, hroupht suit lor $1.'>00 damages 
Ht:;iiiisi ilie Slicriff and Rauer, for the notoriety 
iun<cd l>y the affair, n:id also to recover the 
vtiitie of the goodti and $"-'0 a day for the time 
tliey are detained from my house. 

The papers were served Wednesday, and to- 
dav (Thursday) a wagon in charge of two depu- 
ties c»me to the house and returned the .i;ood«. 
I do not know If all have tieen returned er not, 
t'ut tliey (!laim that such is the case. However! 
tlie fnriiiture is more or less damagad, both by 
rnin stni from exposure to tbe sun, and has 
also been soiled.

Forced Out by the Non-Inter- 
course Rule— Alameda Rates 

Susr-E.NDF.D. 

D. A. Spencer, manager of the West- 
chester Fire Insurance Company of New 
York, sent in his resignatiou .at noon yes- 
terday to tbe Board of Fire Underwriters 
of the Pacifio, to take effect in ten days. 

His resignation came as a surprise to the 
managers who are members of tbe com- 
pact, while the opposition men shook their 
heads and remarked: "I knew it was com- 
ing. The.v will drop out one by one until 
the compact must fall to pieces." 

Another important event happened in 
insurance circles yesterday. At noon all 
rates we^e suspended in Alameda County, 
and a -merry war began— merry enough for 
the public, but all the other' way for insur- 
ance men whose business was slaughtered 
in their anxiety to cut each other out. 
While this suspension of rates cannot 
directiy affect the compact it will have a 
bad effect insomuch as it is evidence of it- 
self that the board is unable to sustain 
rates across the bay. 

The withdrawal 'of the Westchester Com- 
pany raises the number of non-board coi^ 
porations to ten. All these companies are 
American with two exceptions, the Patri- 
otic of Doblin and tbe New Zealand of 
Auckland, but not a British company baa 
jumped the traces. 

The Westchester has a paid-up capital of 
$'H00,0O0, and a net surplus of $327,471. 
While it cannot be classed among the great 
companies, it is solid and conservative re- 
garding risks, and through its city agents, 
Okell, Donnell <fe Co., has coino irito a de^ 
sirablc class of business in San Francisco. 

Tbe Westchester .Company was driven 
out of the tompact by the non-intercourse 
rule. 

"I am not out of the compact to cut 
rates," said Manager pponcer last even- 
ing. "That is not my purpose, though, of 
course, I .have to protect mv business. 
Yes, that means to meet cuts made 
against me in competition. The non- 
intercourse rule, which went into effect 
yesterday, would compel me to give up my 
city agents, as they are general agents 
for a non-board company, and, conse- 
quently, cannot continue their connection 
with a board company. Messrs. Okell, 
Donnell & Co. have given my company an 
excellent line of business, which I am 
very glad to have. They are gentlemen 
with good connections and entitled to con- 
sideration. Therefore I would not take my 
city agency from them. I did the other 
thing— I withdrew from the board."

Thomas Kelly, whose real name is Wil- 
liams, has the misfortune to be a tall man, 
a very tall man. He acknowledges him- 
self that he is six feet eight inches in his 
stockingfeet. He is not only verv tall, but 
thin, which is accentuated by his tallness. 

Ever since the Stagg murder men who 
combine tullness and thinness have been 
looked upon with suspicion, and Kelly, 
alias Williams, came St once under the ban 
of the police. " . 

On Saturday night Sergeant John Mar- 
tin and posse raided a lodging-bouse on the 
corner of Dupont and Pine streets. They 
arrested six men and took them to the City 
Prison, where each was booked on the 
charges of vagrancy and visiting an opium 
place. They gave the names of ,Tohn An- 
derson, John Bunnell. Charles Ellis, (leorge 
Wilson, Thomas Kelly and Edward Wil- 
liams. They were released on ^SOO bonds 
on tbe vagrancy charge and $100 bonds on 
the other charge. 

The cases came up in Judge Campbell's 
court yesterday and the Judge increased 
their bonds to ^<jOO on each charge and or- 
dered them into custody. The Judge was 
asked why he h.ad taken such action and 
he said it was at tlie request of the police. 

Captain I.ees was seen, and in reply to 
ouesti.iii" "-ai i th:'.t Kelly, whom he always 
knew as Williams, haii in en under investi- 
gation in connection with tbe Stagg mur- 
der, but he did not believe he had anything 
to do with it. He was so tall that his iden- 
tification would be easy. With a linen 
duster on he would look like a svcaniore 
tree. To set all doubt at rest he had sent 
word to Lee, the colored man, and the 
others who were in Stagg's bar when tbe 
murder took place, to cnine to the prison 
and have a look at the giant arul his com- 
panion, George Wilson, who is about the 
height of the smaller man. 

Detective Bohen had a talk with Kellv, 
alias Williams, and Wilson. They ad- 
mitted they were together on the night of 
Stagg's murder. Kelly said they went to 
bed at 11 o'clock, but Wilson thought it 
was two bo'.irs earlier. 

The giant was born in this city, but has 
speiit iiMi-t uf liis years since he grew to 
manl^iKut i;i .iificrent parts of the conti- 
nent. He says he is a "drummer" by oc- 
cupation. 

Kelly said last night that the idea of 
suspecting liim of the Stagg murder was 
too absurd to be seriously thought of. 
"The only thing that hurt's me," he said, 
as he gradually lowered himself till his 
face was on a level with his questioner, '-is 
that I am suspected of lieing an opinra 
fiend. I have never used ojiiura and de- 
spise any one who does. On Saturday 
night I went to tbe house on the comer of 
Pine and Dupont streets to see a friend, 
and happened to be in the room with the 
others when the police made the raid. 

"I am not a vagrant, cither, and the po- 
lice know it. They have seen me every 
day for some time'going to and from busi- 
ness houses, and if they thought I was a 
vaurant why ditin t they arrest me before? 
I decline to give my real name or where 1 
have been st.Tv iui,' at present for reasons 
which are purel.v persona!. Hut if they 
should charge me with this Stagg afiair 
then I will make a statement."

Before Eugene "V. Debs of the American 
Railway Union left for Los Angeles on 
Wednesday night he was the guest of 
Mayor Sutro at a small dinner party which 
the chief executive of the city gave in 
honor of the representative of the railroad 
men. 

Mr. Debs came over to the city from 
Oakland early in the day and visited 
James H. Barry, who insisted on Mr. 
Debs calling on the Mayo^. 

The Mayor received Mr. Debs very cor- 
dially and the two had quite a long talk 
together. It was in the course of this con- 
versation that the Mavor extended the in- 
vitation to dinner. lie also sent for Con- 
gressman Maguire, Mr. Barry and three or 
four members of the American Railway 
Union. 

All the invited ones responded, and the 
entertainment which they received was on 
the same scale of hospitality for which the 
Mayor is noted. The time devoted to the 
dinner was necessarily limited, as Mr. 
Debs had to leave on the evening train for 
Ix)s Angeles, where be expects to remain 
about ten days. As he was going, Mavor 
Sutro extended a hearty invitation to him 
to visit Sutro Heights on his return and 
spend a day there.

The general committees, otherwise known 

as the boanl of director, of the Manufac- 
turers' Association will assemble at the 
Chamber of Commerce this afternoon at S 
o'clock and hear the report of th« ezfoa^ 
tive committee of the board. 

In order that California interests might 
be considered in tbe proper llgSt the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association met 
at the Risdon Iron Works yesterday after- 
noon. Many matters of importance to the 
manufacturing industries of the State were 
considered, but as tbe session was execu- 
tive it wa« derided to simply report to the 
directors to-day that it was advisable to 
form a permanent organization of the 
manufacturers. It was also decided that 
hereafter daily meotinns of the committee 
should he held in tbe Chamber of Com- 
merce assembly-room in order that all who 
may be interested in the welfare of the 
State should know where to go to ask aues- 
tions, file information or offer suggestions. 

To-dav matters will enmie up before the 
board which will result in the perpetuation 
of California's industries. ( ine i .i the most 
important is the intention oi ^n ^ring co- 
operation from interior sections. Tlie 
arrangement for that portion of the work 
was left with J. A. Eilcher at one of the 
meetings of the advisor>' board previous to 
the convention. When the convention 
adjourned, no arrangement had been made 
to continue the committee of publicity 
and promotion, hut this important bniiicb 
of the movement was not overlooked by 
the executive committee. Under the r^u- 
latiou of tbe advisory committee tbeo^e, 
for tbe time being, was fiUed. Now it is 
proposed that under the permanent organi- 
zation scheme a man should be appointed, 
on salary, to lookup the interests of the 
city, county arrl .-^tate, and secure by in- 
dividu,il agreement contracts for tbe id- 
vancement of home industry. 

It wil! also lie his duty to arrange with/ 
manufacturers in the interior on tlie same 
lines. 

There is a likelihood that the old com- 
mittee, which is in close touch with the 
California Press Association, will be named ' 
as the permanent committee to take charge 
of the matter of publicity.

When tbe committee' meets this' after- 
noon it is expected that action will be 
taken to continue the Press Association as 
the committee on publicity, and in addi- 
tion select some man to aoucit ttplong'the 
local mannfa^nrers.

I SIGN THE PL ED&E. 

The pledge which the Call has prepared 
to submit to the merchants of San Fran- 
cisco, to the shippers in the San Joa- 
quin and Santa Clara valleys and the citie s 
Ixndeilng the bay of San XVancisco, will 
give the bone and sinew of these i^ons 
an opportnni^ to demonstrate a desire for 
the velCue 6S the State. Shipping repre- 
sents most of ttie more valuable forms of 
industry, and consequently shippers rep- 
resent and embody the active forces upon 
which the prosperity of the people de- 
pends. It is essential, therefore, that they 
understand -their responsibility and that 
they exercise their power with wisdom. It 
is as easy for them to help the State as to 
injure it. 

The pledge is simpl y that they will ship 
and travel over the new road if the rates 
are as low as those of competing lines 
and if the facilities are as good. In 
all reasonable expectation the rates will be 
much lower than those at present in force, 
for the purpose of the road is to reduce rates. 
The signing of the pledge will serve two 
purposes: First, to show who are the 
friends of tiie new road and who an wUUng 
to do a reasonable thing to advance the 
prosperity of the State; second, to famish 
statistics which wHl be of great assistance 
to the promoters of the road and thus en- 
courage subscriptions to the shares. If 
through fear of the Southern Pacific or for 
any other cause, a shipper may have reason 
for not wishing to see himself ailvei i i.-eii as 
a signer of the pledge, he is asMir« d that 
the editor of the Caj.t. will obey his wish 
and keep the fact seirot. The signature is 
needed, nevertheless. All who sign and 
consent to publication will be placed on 
the roll of honor. 

The merchants of San Francisco are 
heavy shippers and they have a vital in- 
terest in the stceess of the new road. 
Those among them who do not wish to 
antagonize the Southern Pacific and are 
fearful that the signing of the pledge 
would bring down the wraUi of that com- 
pany upon them, an assured that they 
faay sign with perfect sectnity against 
publicity, if they reqnest that the fact be 
not made known. They might profitably 
reflect, however, that the time when the 
Southern Pacific could injon a merchant 
by discriminating against hmi has passed, 
and that the people of California an now 
running their own business. 

An interesting piece of history is apropos. 
Some years ago an Eastern railroad com- 
pany that wanted to build a line to Califor- 
nia, sent a representative to San Francisco 
to investigate the niaiter of "special con- 
tracts" which it was believed the Southern 
Pacific was making with favored shippers. 
The agent discovered that every merchant 
who gave up his confidence on a pledge of 
secrecy, held a "special contract,"and that 
these contracts wen all aUke. In other 
words, then wen no "special contracts" 
at aU. The merchants wen all eliarged 
alike, bat each was made to believe that 
he was paying lower rates than his neigh- 
bors. These contracts had been made by 
the Boltthem Pacific for the very purpose 
of keeping a competing road out of San 
Vtasuaaco by pledging the merchants to 
ship for » term of years over the Southern 
Pacific in consideration of special private 
privileges which were to remain a secret. 

The present value of this reminiscence is 
that it may serve as a warning to mer- 
chants who may be approached by the 
Southern Pacific with a tempting offer of 
special rates and privileges if they will 
sign a contract to ship exclusively over its 
line for a period of five years, and thus try 
to kill the Valley road. It is hoped that 
no merchant will fall into this trap at the 
expense of his neighbors. He may be sure 
that be will receive no special benefits 
whatever from the Southern Pacifie, and 
may be sure, further, that a suspicious 
oommonitjr may do a good deal of ponder- 
ing if it finds him nnwilling to pledge him- 
self to patronize the VaUcgr road. 



mPBOYISa. THE OITY. 

In his address l«;fore the Half-million 
Club on Wednesday, Presiuent Craig dealt 
very effectively though brielly, with some 
of the problems of municipal development 
which have long been under consideration 
by progressive men, and which by this 
time ought to be near solution. These are 
the problems involved in the improvement 
of streets and sewers. As President Craig 
well said, the sewerage system which was 
sufficient for a population of 150,000 is in- 
sufficient for a populaii'Mi of more than 
double that number, and as ws have bitu- 
minous rock at our doors there is little 
excuse for snch a great thoroughfare as 
if arket street being paved with cobbles or 
basaltic rook. 

It is not likely that any one will question 
these statements. Street improvement and 
sewer improvement we mast have in order 
to liily prejiare the way for the advance- 
ment of the City and the increase of its 
population. Such improvements, more- 
over, should begin at once. Every years 
delay means not only a continuance of the 
present inconvenience, but an increased 
cost when the work is undertaken later on. 
The sole question in relation to the mat- 
ter, thenfore, is how to begin the work as 
speedily as possible; and the best an- 
swer to that quesl inn will be found in is- 
suing bonds to the amount of $5,00(XCiOO, 
and proceeding at once w ith the improve- 
ment. 

We know of no valid argument against 
an issue of bonds. The net public detjt of 
the City, as President Craig pointed out, is 
only 1200,000, or about 80 cents per capita. 
Such a debt is practically nothing. We 
are abundantly able to carry it with 
$5,000,000, or twice $5,000,000 added to it. 
The bonds could be sold at very low rates 
of interest, and the increase in the burden 
of annual taxation would be hardly felt. 

The advantages of borrowing money for 
public enterprises are so numerous and so 
well understood, they hardly need enumer- 
ation. They have been recognized in every 
progressive city in the world. Cities which 
have not profited by these advantages, and 
have made improvements only as they 
could be paid for out of the annual tax 
levy, have not prospered like their wiser 
competitors; for when large sums of 
money are borrowed, and the desired im- 
provements undertaken on a comprehen- 
sive scale, they are carried out much more 
economically than when done by piece- 
meal and at haphazard from one year to 
another. 

By issuing bonds running for twenty 
years we can get our streets and sewfers im- 
proved, and have the benefits at once in- 
stead of waiting twenty years for th' m. 
Moreover, we get the use of the $5,000,000 
for twenty years at less than 4 per cent, 
and by putting it into circulation among 
tradesmen and manufacturers, we place it 



when it will earn from 10 to 16 per cent. 
The trade of the City wUI be enriched that 
much, in addition to the Improved, streets. 
The subject is one of the most important 
now before our people. Iiet ns recall what 
the Pioneers did in raising San Francisco 
from a town of shanties in the sandhills 
to its present greatness, and, following 
their examj'le, let as go forward and make 
it greater still. 



THE WOEK or PIOKEEES. 



There is an unfortunate disposition — hap- 
pily limited in extent — to underrate the 
achievements of those hardy spiriiswho 
came to California in the early days, and 
to underestimate their present value to the 
progress and prosperity of tfle State. How- 
ever smaU the number of persons who en- 
tertain this sentiment, its expressions an 
sufficient to rouse the indignation and re- 
sentment of the pioneers. Men who come 
hither from those stirring, throbbing, roar- 
ing centers of trade, like Chicago and the 
rest, are apt to sneer at what they term the 
antiquated methods of doing business here, 
and older residents of a flippant disposi- 
tion an quick to echo and magnify Uiese 
opinions. 

Of whatever shortcomings then may be 
on the part of our pioneera they themselves 
should be the first to make confession, and 
it is the clear duty of the great majority 
among whom these shortcomings do not 
exist to urge the laggards into activity. 
Nor should they be satisfied with pointing 
to the wonderful conquests which they 
have made. The future is as important as 
the past, and duty is an obligation that 
never relaxes. On its very &ce it is illogi- 
cal to declare that the adventuroos spirit 
which brought these men to California has 
ever ceased to be a vital part of them. 
That in some respects certain of their 
number have failed to keep abreast of the 
powerful agencies which have develojicd 
other parts of the Union is no evidence 
that they lack either ability or enterprise 
for the task. 

Many causes over which they had no con- 
trol have operated to npress them. If we 
have permitted the menhants of Chicago 
to secure the trade of Mexico, which by all 
natural right belonged to us, we may thank 
Mr. Huntington's railroad. in the West 
and Mexico for transportation rates which 
made our coniiieiilion witli Chicago im- 
possible. We have lost much of tiie 
handling and transhipment of Oriental 
products, but the interstate commerce act, 
which made it impossible for the Sonthem 
Pacific to compete with the Canadian 
Pacific, is responsible for that. It so m^y 
wealthy farmers still cling to wheat- 
growing on lands which would produce the 
finest fruits in the world, the high freigiit 
charges of the Southern Pacific may have 
had something to do with it. In short, 
while blame should be given when it is 
due, the whole blame does not belong to 
our people. 

A "Silurian" means no more a rich pio- 
neer than any other rich man who fails to 
employ his money and energies in the de- 
velopment of the State. With very few 
exceptions, all the great buildings in San 
Francisco have been built by pioneers or 
their widows or sons — the Palace, Califor- 
nia, Baldwin, Grand, Oceideatal, Lick, 
Kuss and St. >'ichola.s hotels; the Oocker, 
Mills, Chronicle, Flood. .\. ;>deiuy of 
Sciences, Pioneer, Parrott, Spreckels, Don- 
ahue, Murphy, Phelan and numerous other 
costly bufldings; the Crocker, Stanford, 
Flood, Colton, Hopkins and other private 
mansions, an all the work of pioneers. 
The Southern Pacific system and the cable 
and electric roads were built by pioneers. 
In short, with small exceptions, the active 
capital and the great enterprises and in- 
dustries of San Francisco are in the hands 
of itoneers. If then had not been some 
conditions peculiar to San Kraociaco we 
may be sun Hat the enterprise which has 
made CUtttgo to Wonderful a city would 
have been put in operation here. It is in 
an understanding and conquering of these 
conditions that the hope of California and 
the extension of tlie pioneers' opportu- 
nities for further achievements must he 
found. 

The opportunity for securing this free- 
dom has arrived. The Southern Pacific 
Company is no longer regarded as an ogre, 
and men are wondering why they were 
ever afraid of its power. It is in the air 
that all strong and independent men must 
put shoulder to shoulder and march brave- 
ly onward. He who lags in the rear will 
win the contumely of his neighbors, 
whether he be a pioneer or a newcomer, 
and stragglers will be regarded as desert- 
ers. The heart of the people is beating 
hopefully. If then is in this oommtmity 
a single pioneer who feels that these re- 
marks are applicable to him, he will show 
his wisdom by taking heed of the warning 
which thcv convev. 



A POET IN HAWAII, 

The interview with Joaquin Miller pub- 
lished in the Call yesterday may be ac- 
counted one of the most notable pieces of 
newspaper literatnn of the year. It pos- 
sessed in the highest degree almost every 
quality that constitotes excellence in 
articles of that kind. It was timely and 
important as a matter of news; it was 
nobie in conception, fine in expression and 
beautiful in form as a specimen of literature. 
Some of the seuteiK es deserve to Ix; ranked 
among the classics of Pacific Coast elo- 
quence. In them are the rhythm of 
the long-rolling waves of the sea, the 
brightness of the sunshine of tropic isles, 
the lightness of zephyrs bnathing among 
the calms and the sweetness of song- 
birds singing in the sun. 

These in themselves would have sufficed 
to give the interview a charm for every 
lover of literature that would have made it 
valuable, but they were not all. As swift 
as are the changes of the ocean from calm 
to tempest and the alternations of sun- 
shine and storm in the tropics, were those 
in the interview from descriptions of the 
loveliness of HawaU to those which told of 
the hstish tnatment which the Govern- 
ment has Inflicted upon the natives. 

For its poetry of style and its historic 
and political interest therefore the inter- 
view was doubly notable. It will be widely 
read throughout the Union and will doubt- 
less have much influence in forming a pub- 
lic opinion favorable to the despoiled Ha- 
waiians. It is a subject in which the gifted 
poet has taken a profound and romantic 
interest, and the article from his pen which 
we publish this morning shows how deeply 
he is moved by it. The drama which is 
now being played out in Hawaii is as full 
of all the passions of the heart as any that 
has been enacted on greater atagps, and it 
is fortunate that much of it is to be 
recorded by so true a poet capable of 
understanding it rightly by the instincts 
of a manly natun and describing it finely 
with the skill of a master artist.

practical solutions for them. 

In line with this trend <rf public thought 



la a communication received from D. 8. 
Richardson in regard to the efforts now 
being made by the HWf-milllon Club to 
increase the population of the City. Mr. 
Richardson points out that by reason of 
her advantageous geographical position, 
San Francisco has all the conditions essen- 
tial to a great industrial center. About 
the only thing lacking is an abundant sup- 
ply of cheap fuel, and this he believes can 
be obtained from natural gas, if a scientific 
and comprehensive search wen made for 
it on the peninsula. 

It is said that the experience of compe- 
tent experts, who have made a careful ex- 
amination of the Coast Kange Mountains, 
leads to the conclusion that natural gas 
exists right under our feet. Wells in San 
Mateo County, within twenty miles of the 
City Hall, display unmistakable evidences 
of the presence of oil and gas, and the pros- 
pects are believed to be sufficiently good to 
warrant the expense of further seanh and 
exploration. 

Individuals, of course, can hardly be ex- 
pected to risk the possible loss in the en- 
terprise of seeking for gas, but, as our 
correspondent suggests, it might be under- 
taken by such ■ an association as the 
Half-million Club, and if a sum of $25,000 
wen raised for that purpose good results 
might be expected. 

Another possible supply of cheap power 
is in the wave force that moves all aronnd 
us, and Mr. Richarason suggests that 
something might be done to stimulate in- 
vention in this direction by offering a 
prize of $10,000 to any one who succeeds 
in making a practical apparatus for 
utilizing that force. A- reward, however, 
is hardly needed for such an apparatus, as 
it would be sun to yield a profit to the 
inventor stifficient to make him a mil- 
lionaire. The snggestions, however, are 
good evidences of the practical tendency 
of men's thoughts at this . time. We an 
not trying to start a boom. Everybody 
means business. 

EXPOSING BLOVIATOES. 



It is the opinion of the Fresno Ejpositor 
that there would be something wrong if 
the Call were to publish the names of 
those men of means in San Francisco who, 
after denouncing the railroad monopoly 
for so many years, now refuse to sabs(^be 
to the competing road. 

If the Call should undertake to berate 
or denounce men simply because they did 
not subscribe or contribute to enterprises 
which it favors, the Expositor would be 
just in condemning it. The C.\ll, how- 
ever, has never uude-uiken such a course, 
nor has auy intention of doing so. ^ 

When, in his speech before the ManU- 
factunrs' Convention, the proprietor of 
the Call stated that it would be well to 
publish a roll of honor showing those who 
had stood up for California industries, and 
in another column a black list of those 
who should have stood up, but did not, he 
expressly pointed out tiiat the black list 
should contain only the names of those 
from whom the public has the right to 
expect the support they shamelessly fail to 
give. 

Nobody denies the right of an individual 
to use his wealth as he sees best, so long as 
he does not injure another. If a man is 

opposed to any competition with the 
Southern Pacific, we have no quarrel 
against his refusal to subscribe to a road 
that would compete with it. If he has not 
the means to affur l a subscrrjition, if he 
prefers to inve~i his money otherwise, or 
if for any legitimate reason he declines to 
subscribe, we Lave no intention of de- 
nouncing^ him or exposing him. The right 
of individual liberty in business, as in 
everything else, will never be assailed by 
the Call, and we will be the first to 
denounce any one who oBends agi^lnst that 
liberty. 

As was stated in the address before the 
M anufactnrers' Convention, however, there 
are a number of men who are continually 
seeking to achieve eminence and public 
credit without doing anything to deserve 
it. These men an fonver denouncing 
something, but they never help anything. 
They have been mouthing for yean against 
the Southern Pacific, but they will not put 
up a dollar to fight it. They own property 
which they wait for other men to improve. 
They own money which they use only as a 
means o; obtaining usurious interest. They 
force themselves before the public and pose 
as patriots at the expense of the people. 
These are the bloviaton we propose to ex- 
pose. They justify public criticism by per- 
sistent efforts at cheap notoriety. If they 
wish privacy let them attend to their busi- 
ness and hot try to be iiublic characters. 
There im: t i,e .^.inie way to distinguish 
pood meu from bad, and surely what better 
way of dii;:!; this can be found than that 
of holding up good men to honor and ex- 
posing the bad to public scorn.

THE BITU ATIOK D» HAWAU.

Serious, "serious" is the word, as Dickens 
would say. Ton must know it is a volcanic 
country. 

At first It was fair salltng, almost funny— a 
fine Joke. The beglnnlngt The beginning was 

sweet— sugar I 1 

You see, the sugar bounty In the United 
States Is what tempted the tireless and money- 
getting Americans— all Yankees— to crime. For 
never In history was quite such treason as that 
committed by those in the employ of the Queen 
when they teok possession of her palace, prop- 
erty — everything— and turned her out. Of 
course, they did not dream of doing what they 
have since done. They only wanted to get 
under the American flag and get the sugar 
bounty. This was a broad platform, on which 
all in ilawali could meet. It meant millions 
on millions. Those who did not like to see the 
Queen turned out hoped to reconcile them- 
selves by liberal behavior toward her and her 
people as things settled down and Hawaii be- 
came a part of the Union. But Hawaii is 
not yet a part of the Union. The Queen is in 
jail, hundreds of her people are in jail and, 
i ndeed, many of the very bast white people are 
Id jail or exile. 80 I say again, "serious" is 
the word. 

The men who undertook to land the Islands 

under the old flag are getting Mghtened. 

Last week they bought another big brass gun 
and they made l)ig presents of money to their 
police. The soldiers are not quite content with 
$40 a month and ham and eggs. As for the 
volunteers, who have no ham and eggs and no 
$40 per month, they are not happy. Company 
D Is passing resolutions. They have resolved 
that the big officials, who have imported boys 
from the East to act as clerks and so on, an 
not patriotic. Company D wants the little 
clerkships in the big places. As for the Annex- 
ation Club It Is quite as fretful. I was asked to 
be one of the speakers at a contemplated big 
meeting to take place soon, and In answer to 
the invitation I said: "If I speak I shall de- 
mand the immediate release of all political 
prisoners, black or white, and the return of the 
crown lands to the Queen and her people." 

"Bay what yon idaase," said the committee of 
invitation, "it is a free country, or If it is not 
free we will make It free." 

"Very well," 1 answered, "I may not be hen, 
but if I am I shall state distinctly that the first 
step toward getting Into, the Union is the Im- 
mediate and tmconditional release of all polit- 
ical prisoners. We of the Vnited States have 
the memories of Lincoln and (.irant and the 
great men of their time, and if you hope to get 
into the Union you must try to follow their 
example. More than that, when we of the 
United States put money in the hat as It was 
passed around f»r the missionaries every year 
we meant the money to be used In converting 
the natives to Christianity; not in converting 
their property to your own use. Bnt behold, 
you have taken at a single swoon all that they 
had left, the Queen's crown lands! 

"Yes, I know crown lands are an appendage 
of the crown, when one crown conqaers an- 
other crown. Bnt in this case you do not 
claim to have conquered the Crown. Y^ou only 
claim to have seized the Government and the 
Government lauds and property. You only 
claim to have abolished the crown. Surely Mr. 
Dole is not wearing the Qneen's crown I It is 
simply abolished. But you can'l abolish her 
lands. You have taken not only all her Gov- 
ernment lauds but her private properly also. 
The rental was about ,$150,000 annually; and 
it was all given away to her people. She not 
only gave all her money, as a rule, but she 
gave the u.se of all small holdings to her hun- 
dreds of poor. Uer poor kept her poor. She 
was all the time In debt with a revenne of 
nearly a quarter of a million : she had so many. 
And now what will you do with all Ihesa poor 
and Improvident natives? I say that we who 
put money in the hat for the missionaries de- 
mand as a condition of your taking a single 
step toward getting Into the Union that yon 
release every poiitieal pri-soner and return the 
crown laniJ.-i i,) ihelr owners — the people you 
were hired to convert to Christianity. 

"I put this proposition plain and clear so that 
the Annexation Club, which has asked me to 
speak, may know what ia required of those who 
have absorbed the big offices with big honors 
and big pay before annexation may be hoped 
for. More than that, slavwy must be abol- 
ished ; the contract system of slavery as it ts 
fostered and protected by the few hundred 
ofBce-iioiders at the bead of the alleged- repub- 
lic mu.st b« swept aside." 

This Is the snbstanoe of my notes from which 
I was going to speak before the Annexation 
Club In Honolulu. So you see things are 
mixed. The big Yankee trick which look in 
a whole kingdom has l)ecome a serious prob- 
lem. The leaders an tampering with human 
liberty and human life. They are simply terri- 
fied and have thrown men in jail by hundreds 
without law or excuse, except the excuse of 
fear. I think if you could get at the bottom 
facts you would find that the leaders are quiet- 
ly but hastily '-laying up treasures" in Boston. 

One thing that makes the problem more 
serious down there is the great temptations. 
Tnese leaders were tempted to despoil the 
Queen in erder to get the sugar bounty for 
their millions of sugar. Bnt now the natives, or 
more especially p'rivaie adventurers, are 
tempted by the millions oL money and the 
little kingdom that lies there to be had for the 
taking. The exenBe,.of course, for the ad* 
'■■enturers will be, as it ever has been In all 
history, the noblest that has ever moved the 
heart of man, human liberty. Men have 
Iain In prison long and might again; butneit'er 
u ith a shipload of gold and an empire waiting 
as a premium for their liberation. No, the 
Queen will never be restored. 1 doubt if you 
could get her to take Ihe croun. She is an 
honest woman; and although her abdication 
was under duress and Is Illegal befne the 
\\ orld, she is not a coward or liar. '¥oa could 
not have forced her to abdicate If she had not 
meant It. Of course she huped to help her 
people by giving up everything as she did, but 
she did not Intend to ntraot what she said in 
her abdication. Her crown lands, however, 
she must have, i^i^e wants them and she needs 
theiu fur her poor. 

Victor Hugo tells about a man who, walking 
along the sea beach, began to sink in the 
qnlcksand. He became alarmed. He nn for- 
ward. Be sank deeper. He beame terrified as 
ha went forward and forward, refusing to turn 
back, tlUatlast he sank entirely out of sight, 
and so perished. He might have turned back, 
but ha was,afrald. This Utile Yankee republic 
of a few office holders down there might even 
now turn hack or even stop In their career of 
folly. They could even now turn out their 
political prisoners and make friends out of 
enemies. They could even now let go of the 
Queen's lauds and io make 35,000 friends out 
of as many enemies, but they really seem to 
lack the sense. Those singular people who 
bomed theiT grandmothers for riding broom- 
sticks with black eats up behind them in the 
air are obstinate. They have come Into power 
for the first lime since the banishment of Roger 
Williams, and they seem determined to make 
the most of the altnation. 

For my own part I like what Is likable In 
these remarkable people. They are clever, 
learned, capable, capable of almost anything 
butself-government. They are better in all sorts 
of ways than I am. They can teach me much. 
I only wish they would at onoe tnrn oat those 
poor prisoners, let the Queen and her people 
have their own, and so prevent the Invasion of 
strangers. For really the islands are In the 
line of our advancement. 

And now one word for them after so much 
against them. They have done wonders for the 
natives. True, the natives have done much for 
them in a worldly way, but they have done in- 
finitely more for the natives in almost every 
way. One thing more: I have seen lots of 
stuS about lepers. I have been a busy man 
for months down there; been in every nook 
and corner I could get Into among the 
poor and lowly 'natives; been in towns 
and hamlets, up highways and down 
waterways, bnt^ In all that time I 
did not see a single leper. I did not bear of a 
leper all this time. I had to bnnt all the place 
over and go four miles out of town to find 
anything like a leper or place for a 
leper. And the one unfortunate I found 
tbere was better taken care of than al- 
most any invalid I ever aaw; three gentle 
women In white hoods to comfort and care for 
the one stricken one. And I am told that 
the same consideration, as far as pos- 
sible, prevails In the settlement where 
the nnfortnnates are gathered together. 
More than that, they are not unhappy. More 
than that, the malady is on the decline and 
some cases, the least severe ones, are being 
cured, or at least arrested in their fatal course. 
"Indeed," yen eTnlalib. "l%en the enterpris- 
ing Yankee nsnipers, who have taken what 



England hod not the heart to keep, have at 
least some good ground to stand on." Not 
so. All this was done by the natives. n>e na- 
tives built roads, bridges, public edifices, pal- 
aces, planted great forests, established water 
work.s that yielded great revenues to the state, 
and without almost any national debt. 

The revoluUonlsts caUtng themselves the re- 
public have been two yean In power and have 
just now published their first biennial report 
of the Minister of the Interior. Let us see what 
the usurpers or revolutionists under the name 
of the Hawaiian repnbU^ have done in a public 
way in those two yean. 

We find the following on page 135 of said re- 
port: 

"The only new buildings erected lor the Gov- 
ernment during the period are two ]alls, one 
at Kobala and the other at Honokaa, Hawaii ; 
and a small kerosene storehouse. The Jails 
were very much needed at both places." 

Comment Is nnnecessary. Two things only- 
jails and natives to fill them. These are the 
fruits of the usurpation, and these only If we 
omit the Immense debt that is banking up de- 
spite the diversion and appropriation of the 
Queen's income. 

As said at the beginning of this sketch, the 
situation Is serious Indeed. Yet the Yankee 
and so-called Christian missionaries will tell 
you that their Intentions are of the best and 
alitor the natives' good. 

'Good Intentions is a tough sort of pavement, 
bnt it was ail worn out before the grand old 
Florentine ever set foot in Hades. The Ha- 
waiian republlo can to.day do but one thing 
to be saved; turn back out of the quicksand, 
liberate those poor Drisoner.-:, give the Queen 
and her people back their own and stop buying 
guns. "They that live by the sword shall perish 
bythesw<»d.'' Joaovm Hnxsa. 



AAOUHD THE COR HIPOBg. 

H. H. Mllvane, who was for many years con- 
nected with the general construction depart- 
ment of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, and who is, besides, an old-time operator, 
now engaged In the manufacturing business in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., was talking over the 
radical changes which had been Introduced in 
late years in all branches of telegraphy, his 
cemarks being inspired by a recent invention 
of great importance. "If some of the old-time 
paper-mill operators oonld have stepped into a 
telegraph office in Washington a few days ago 
they would have beheld a sight which was well 
calculated to inipre.-s tJiem with the pro- 
gresslveness of the present age," said he. "An 
Eastern electrician has Invented a machine 
which has a capacity of receiving from a wire 
and copying upon paper letters at the marvel- 
ous rate of 1000 per minute. Tlils wonderful 
achievement will be better understood when I 
explain that the best operators send by the 
Morse alphabet and by hand transmission from 
twenty to thirty words per minute, the highest 
ever sent by the most skillful operators being 
only fifty or sixty words. The method of trans- 
mission is by means of a strip of paper per- 
forated with small holes, which Is moved under 
ten small stylases, the small holes allowing 
the points to make the proper connections that 
send the Impulse which prlnu the letter at the 
other end. (Tbe receiving instrument Is mod- 
eled after a typewriter, bnt it does not print 
the letters of the alphabet, substituting there- 
for eight marks, they being the elementary 
strokes of the Roman characters, the combina- 
tion being ea.sily decipherable." 

"Once in a while the bad man from California 
tnms np In the East, and when he does his vil- 
lainy is generally ot a unique variety," said C. 

A. Mack, a Baltimore oyster-dealer, at the Bald- 
win yesterday. ".Iu«t before I left home I hap- 
pened to be in courl when a fellow giving the 
name of James Clark, bnt who had several 
aliases, was sentenced to five years In the pen- 
itentiary for tbe larceny of a lot of pToperty 
which he had secured from a lady whom he 
had engaged to come to Los Angeles as a gov- 
erness. Clark Is a railroad man and has bnt 
one arm, having, as he claims, lost the other 
by being caught between the bumpers of two 
cars. The officials at home said he was wanted 
in Sacramento, in this State, and in several 
other places for crimes committed." 

Captain C. P. Poole of Victoria, who Is In the 
city, gives the Information that Rockefeller, the 
Standard Oil magnate, and PreridentHill of the 
Great Northern road, have formed a combina- 
tion, and that as a result the Pncitic Steel 
Barge Company will construct four large 
whaleback steamers for the transportation 
business of the Great M<Hthem read on this 
coast. "The Great Northern la certainly look- 
ing toward San Franetaeo with a view ot secur- 
ing a portion of the business from this point," 
said the captain, "and I should net be sur. 
prised if that road should place in service a 
splendid passenger steamer between this city 
and the north. 1 know such a rumor was 
afioat last fall, and I have lately heard reports 
which tend to substantiate it." 

T. E. Stillman of the legal firm of Stillman & 
Hubbard, New York, who is at the Palace, Is 
here partly for pleasure, and also for the pur- 
pose of attending the annual meeting of the 
Southern Pacific Company, which occurs on 
the 3d of AprIL Tbe firm of which be is the 
senior member represents the Hopkins estate. 
Further than the fact mentioned his visit has 
no significance. ___ 

T. A. Watwhouse of Portland, who was at tbe 
Grand yesterday, says a movement is on foot 
by aland company in Washington to oolonise 
500 or 1000 Icelanders in that State. "They 
are said to be a thrifty class of citizens," said 
Mr. Waterhonse, "and are In many respects 
more desirable than soma of the elemenu with 
which we have to contend, and whieh coma 
from abroad ."

barbers to urge such legislation; Hugo 
Scheunert and .T. Young, members of the 
committee: .Toliii Klitsch, president of the 
liarbers' Association of San Francisco, and 
Freii .1. Brcitwisch, treasurer of the 
organization. 

In speaking of the law yesterday W. Q. 
Seppich of Seppich A *Kleiiihans, Ktiss 
House, said : 

"There are about 540 barber-shops in 
this city. All but a few of them keep 
open on Sunday, but a majority close at 
noon. A few keep onen until 12:30 o'clock, 
some until 1 o'clock and about a dozen re- 
main open until 6 P. M. 

"Now all the shops will have to close at 
noon. The law gives tmiversal satisfaction 
both to journeymen barbers and shop- 
lieepers. I have heard of but one man 
who tallied of fighting the law, and I 
understand that he has recently said he 
would close at noon. 

"There are about 2700 or 2S00 barbers in 
the city, including proprietors and em- 
plo.ves. Practically the law has the sup- 
port of all. The bill which has just become 
a law was drafted by the Barbers' Protec- 
tive Union, a beneficiary organization, not 
a labor socict.v, at the request both of 
journeymen and shopkeepers. An open 
meetiii); was called last January, to which 
all barbers were invited. The meeting 
was held in lied Men's Hall and was at- 
tended by about 2tX) barbers. Resolutions 
were passed in favor of such a law, and the 
Barbers' Association of San Francisco was 
organized to see that the shops were kept 
closed if the hiU became a law. 

"The Barbers' Association will meet at 
Foresters' Hall at 2:30 p. M.Sunday. All 
the members of the Protective ITnion will 
attend and steps will be taken to see that 
the law is enforced. 

"I as a shopkeeper lavor the law. When 
I complete my wurk at noon on Sunday I 
desire a balf-lioliday for rest or recreation. 
If other shops kept open in the afternoon 
it might force me to ao likewise. That is 
why the law is a necessity. It applies 
everywhere in the State. There are about 
5000 working barbers in California, all of 
whom will now enjoy a half holiday. 

"There is not a town in tbe State which 
did not petition for this law. Its effect 
will be beneficial." 

In .lune, IStW, Mr. Seppich was instru- 
mental in orgauiziug for the purpose of 
closing at 8 r. M. In September this early 
closing movement took effect. 

J. Ueinz of 433 of Pine street, chairman 
of the committee of three on legislation, 
was equally strong inJiis approval of the 
law. "It does not mfect bathhouses as 
some seem to fear," said be. "It only ap- 
plies to barber-shops in bathhouses ao far 
as the baths are ooncemed. The barber 
mnst close his barber-shop, but the bath- 
houses are not closed. There is no danger 
of the law affecting the Sutro baths or any 
other baths.. Everybody is pleased with 
the law. 

"A few desired to close up for the entire 
day on Sunday, but in order not to affect 
barber-shops in hotels and not to discom- 
mode the traveling public it was decided to 
have the bill so framed that it would only 
close the shops fur half a day. The em- 
ployers are as much pleased as the em- 
ployes." 

Mr. Heinz was on the committee which 
secured the passage of the act of ISHO. This 
act only applied to the city and countv of 
San Francisco. When the general Sunday 
law was repealed the act affecting barbers 
went with it. 

"The main idea, now that the Governor 
has signed the bill, is to see tli.it the law 
is enforced," .said Frea J. lireitwisch. 
journeyman barber at the Palace and 
treasurer of the Barbers' Association ot 
San Francisco.

All of Them Will Have to Wait 
Until the Stri^ Committee 
Thikm About It. 



street railway matters almost entirely 
monopolized th» time of the Street Com- 
mittee all day yesterday. Supervisor 
Hughes presided during the morning ses- 
sion and Chairman Spreckels during the 
afternoon. 

The I'residio and Ferries Railway was 
up for a hearing on theij petition for the 
right to use electricity as a motor on Wash- 
ington and Jackson streets to the relief of 
the horses at present employed. 

The Sutro Kailway Company was present 
in the person ol Colonel Little, asking for 
an extension of time in wUch to complete 
the road. 

The San Francisco and San Mateo Kail- 
way was present through its attorney and 
secretary in behalf of its petition for a 
very considerable extension in its franchise. 

None of these requests were granted. In 
the discussion of two of them theie was 
quite a spicy colloquy between members of 
tlie board and the representatives of the 
roads. Superintendent of Streets .\sh- 
worth, who sits through the meetings of 
the Street Committee as a matter of con- 
venient reference and by way of gathering 
important information for use in his olli- 
cial business, served as an embarrassing 
obstacle to the San Francisco and San 
Hateo. I 

Snpervis ' T Hughes asked the attorney 
for a statement us to the status of the road 
as operated now, and the attorney called 
upon the secretary to answer. Mr. Hnghes 
said that it had been found almost impos- 
sible to get the company to do any repair- 
ini;ontlie st reets along its line. ifr. .\.sh- 
wurtli eiii- '; a number of instances where 
the con.i any had been notitied to make re- 
jiairs, but had not only wholly neglected to 
e.inii>ly hut had been rather curt in the 
hui{.-ua::e used in replyiug thereto — that is, 
the superintendent Lad. 

The superintendent was present and 
called for a bill of particulars and it was 
given, and the petitioners began to look 
very uncomfortaole. The secretary, how- 
ever, said that the road being in the hands 
of a receiver, was virtually being operated 
under the eye of the cotirt. It had been 
very unfortunate and was now poor, but 
that was no reason why it should be always 
unfortunate and always poor. It was the 
people to be benefited by the extension 
that were asking for it rather than the com- 
pany or the receiver. 

Upon motion of Mr. Hushes, the petition 
was neld over for two weeks, in which time 
the question of Whether the road should 
not first be improved in its present limits 
rather than extended beyond them will be 
considered. 

The petition on the part of the Sutro 
road, which was heard in the morning, 
was also taken under advisement. There 
were several protests against granting the 
extension ot time. <,)ne of them, sisned by 
Kalph Wetliert ee, was very abusive of the 
Mayor, ciiaij.:;j; him w'ith insincerity, 
his grounds f. r'oppositiou being the en- 
croachment ol the Sutro road ui)on the 
Knights of Pyihiast boryinic - ground in 
the City Cemetery. Another protest, 
signed by William McDermott, complained 
that the material used in the building of 
the road was not purchased in California. 

Colonel Little said that the objection 
probably grew out of the fact that t>0- 
pound rails were being used and these 
could not be rolled in this State. 

Supervisor Benjamin declared that the 
Market-street Railway Company was using 
7Cl-Pound rails, and t hey were "roiled here. 

Colonel Little replied that 60-pound T 
rails could not be rolled here. Supervisor 
Hughes said this was true; that T rails 
of above 44 pounds could not be rolled 
here, "but," be added, "the T rail is out of 
date and they should not be nsed." 

Supervisor Morgenstern said that a law 
should be enacted forbidding the use of the 
Trail. Ho said it hail been objected to 
repeatedly. Suiiervi^ur lienjamin wanted 
to know if the dynamos were to be bought 
in this city. 

Colonel Little said it had not been de- 
termined where they would be ptlTchased,. 
but he said estimates had been reeeirea 
from the East. Supervisor Hnghes sag* 
gested that this matter, together with tha 
invasion of the cemetery, be investigated, 
and that, therefore, no decision be given 
as yet. Colonel Little said that investiga- 
tion was invited, as they had nothing to 
conceal. 

George A. Newhall was the advocate of 
the Fresidio and Ferries Railroad in their 
petition for the right to use electricity as a 
motive power. It was the desire o"f the 
road to dispense with horses on Washing- 
ton and Jackson streets, connecting with 
the cable track at Montgomery avenue. 
Mr. Newhall explained that the company 
intended to adopt electricity for the entire 
line when the methods made it possible to 
olimb the hills by its means. This matter 
also was held over for one week. 

The matter of paving with bituminous 
rock Market street, between Valencia and 
Castro, was referred to the Supcrinteniicnt 
of Streets.

When David Loring raised his baton 

yesterday evening to lead the club he 
founded nineteen years ago for the last 
time there was not a vacant seat in Odd 
Fellows' Hall. 

The enthusiasm, which began when the 
singers and their conductor appeared on 
the platform, continued all through the 
concert, and when the last words of the 
final number, "Now Fare Thee Well, Good- 
liigbt," liad been sung, the majority of 
the audience showed their disinclination 
to say farewell by staying and applauding, 
evidently in the expectation that Mr. Lor- 
ing would make a speech. They were dis- 
appointed, however, lor the conductor only 
responded by bowing and finally sought 
safety by retiringwifh the rest of the per- 
formers from the platform. 

The concert was just as good as if the 
rehearsals had -not been hurried on a 
month to give the last jierformance of the 
season before Mr. LoriUK S departure for 
Japan. Indeed, iu the Targe number of 
active members present and in the happy 
nature of the selections, it was a better 
concert than usual. The volume of voices 
was quite majestic in some of the nambers, 
oartictilarly in tlie Mendelssohn "itocchus 
Chorus." It made one regret that San 
Francisco does not possess an equally good 
orixaiiizaiion of female voices, which might 
combine occasionally with the Loring Club 
to give the public the treat of heariiie ora- 
torio. From the way the chorus sang the 
Mendelssohn number last night it ought 
not to have much trepidation about at- 
tempting the "St. Paul''' or the "Elijah." 

One of the most cleverly rendered selrr- 
tions was Genee's "Italian Salad.'' It 
consists of a string of Italian musical 
terms, and words that occur frequently in 
opera. Being translated they ran some- 
tuin^ like "soft, sweet, suave and lovely ! 
Loud, I tremble, with passion," etc., aiid 
as each word was given with its proper 
exiiression, and the music was pretty, the 
audience was qhite charmed with the re- 
sult. Barring a disposition to waver and 
quiver on his notes, Cituak OofiOn sang the 
tenor solo of the "Italian &kiad" very ac- 
ceptably. Some of the other numbers were 
a "Rhine Wine Song," by Mendelssohn, a 
waltz by Vogel and a "Hymn to Music" 
hy Lachner. 

Mrs. Oarroll-Nicholson, the yoeal soloist, 
was more a mezso^prano than a con- 
tralto, us announced in the programme. 
The unsteadiness in her voice was evi- 
dently caused by nervousness, for it became 
less noticeable tbe more she sang. Mrs. 
Nicholson's voice was pleasing and even, 
though not very round nor powerful. It 
was free from the sepulchral tones that 
mar so many self-styled contraltos, how- 
ever, and as the selections, by Massenet, 
Cantor and Dudley Buck, were all ju- 
dicions, Mrs. Nicholson succeeded in mak- 
ing a very good impression on her au- 
dience.

TO. BDILD ON Grant 
Avenue. 



A Significant Transfer of Real 
Estate Near Redwood 
City. 



The Macdonough estate has decided to 
erect a handsome building at the northeast 
corner of Sutter street and Grant avenue 
on a lot fronting GO feet on Sutter street 
and 100 feet on the avenue. 

Baldwin & Hammond, agents for the es- 
tate, notified tenants on the property yes- 
terday to leave the premises, and as soon 
as these people move out work will l>e com- 
menced for erection of the building. The 
disgraceful old shanties will be torn down 
and improvements in keeping with these 
times of development take their place. 

The new building is designed with Span- 
ish-Califomian feeling in a type of the 
Moresque . that is picturesque, although 
well adapted to modern requirements. 
Only two stories will be built above the 
ground, but'the walls will be so constructed 
that three additional stories may hp added 
whenever the demand jtistifies such en- 
largement. The material to be used is 
stone, brick and iron combined in a frame- 
work on most modern principles. 

The structure will cost about $45,000. At 
present it is doubtful if the plan will be 
ehanjzed, as a tenant has been found who 
will rent the entire building, while another 
offers to take the stores, leaving the upper 
floors to a second party. 

Baldwin & Hammond closed the sale of 
a large tract in San Mateo County yester- 
day. They sold 650 acres of land at Red- 
wood City, belonging to Mrs. Caroline II. 
Eobinson. Part of the laml is in the town 
of Redwood, about lifty acres being divided 
into town lots and 600 acres in ranch land. 
It is located about a quarter of a mile from 
the railroad station. C. A. Hooper, the 
lumberman, bought it as an investment, 
no doubt in consideration of the valley 
road coming through San Mateo and the 
consequent advance in real estate values in 
that coimty. Tbe ranch is part of a tract 
formerly known as the Horace Hawes 
land, which was bequeathed for an educa- 
tional establishment, butwas snliarqaently 
secured by heirs of the Hawes estate. The 
price paid is $100,000.

"So here I am, far from home, minus my 
salary and transportation, which I was 
given to understand when we started from 
Chicago would be paid whether the busi- 
ness was good or not, as Eipgs sai l he had 
good financial backing. ll;s bu^ kii.- i.as 
come from George N. Sceets, a wealthy 
brass-founder of Milwaukee, who is the 
father of Rose Stillman, one of the ladies 
of the company. 

"I consider Miss Stillman indirectly 
responsible, as she, as ^ell as Kiggs, led us 
to believe our pay was secure, i do not 
see any way now to recover my money, hut 
when I get back to Chicago I shall be able 
to avenge myself in away by informing 
the theatrical people there of the way 1 
have been served. The whole scheme 
seems to have been a desire on lli^rL's' jiart 
to get rid of me and another member of 
the company, but he lost live of us instead 1 
of two." ! 

A. C. Henderson, the leading man, also 
left tbe company because there is a bal- 
ance of %'2ijO salary due him. lie says he 
got tired of getting his pay on irregtilar 
semi-occasions. 

"I made a demand on him on Saturday," 
said Ifr.

It seems it wasn't a 
safe propositiuu to ask Riggs for a settle- 
ment. We played to fairly good business 
all along the route, and even if we had not 
bis agreement was put iu language which 
led me to believe the pay was sure, or I 
would not have left a good position to 
come West." 

Business Manager Fullwood, (Whom 
Riggs assaulted a few days ago, John Full- 
wood, his brother, and Misa lirosden are 
the other three members whose places have 
been filled in San Francisco and who are 
out some salary besides the inconvenience 
of being far away from home witbont trans- 
portation.

An Odd Bequest. 

Science is about to profit by the will of 
an old man who died in Vienna on Tues- 
day morninc at the a?e of Ul. His name 
was Teili, and he left his whole^ortune— 
with the exception of some bequests to 
faithful servants, to p^sion fnr^s and to 
a children's hospital— to the Academy of 
Sciences for scientific research in astron- 
omy, the exploration of the eartli and 
physics and chemistry. This he did as he 
said in his will, "for the greater glory of 
God, that men and women mav become 
happier by being more cultured aini educa^ 
ted, and also for the simpiiiicatioii of medi- 
cal science," whatever that may mean. 
The smaller bequests amount to over 
£l!:i.UOO, and what is left all goes 
to the academy. This will be considerably 
over £80,000. The old man went to Vi- 
enna poor and unprotected over seventy 
years ago and earned his fortune in com- 
merce, but never lived as if he were rich. 
He had a little lodging in the fourth story 
of one of his houses, and occupied it in the 
winter with a housekeeper and servant. In 
the summer he had a little cottage at Hiet- 
zing, to which he always rode in an omni- 
bus. He had neither kith nor kin, and his 
siioiititic ]jror>ensities were unknown to 
his very best friends. But it appears that 
he was fond of making physicaland math- 
ematical experiments, of testing watches 
by the movements of the stars, and so 
forth.

Factory Accidents Are More Freqnent 
iBBadWeatber. 

J. 8. Lemon notices the very great influ- 
ence of weather on the health and temrer- 
ament, and through them the customs ai.d 
habits of men of all ages. This is reflectcii 
in the salutations of all nations, in their 
religious ideas, particularly in their con- 
ceptions of the future life, and a thousand 
petty details of everyday existence. It 
affects even crime. Suicide is known to 
depend largely on the weather, and it has 
been calculated that in India 4S per cent of 
certain crimes disappear wiun hot 
weather gives place to cold. The health 
of idiots and tliose afflicted with acute 
mania is especiallv dependent upon 
weather, and its effect on the norvons 
system is such Hiat many people can 
anticipate weather changes irom their 
own feelings. Accidents in factories 
are said to he much more frequent in 
bad weather than in good, and physio- 
logical phenomena like knee-jerk seem to 
be dependent on it in some measure. 
Its effect on the appetite is well known, 
and tea-tasters, who liave cultivated the 
sen.se of taste till it has become almost 
abnormal, say that in good weather this 
sense is more delicate than in bad weather.

created the demand for the later, as the 

edition being exhausted, his audience 
clamored for more of the same. 

Mr. Davis' book is the story of his own 
experiences, and is knowledge therefore at 
first hand. It is the story of what his eyes 
saw and his ears hearil. Ni-vt to Alfred 
Robinson, Mr. Davis is perhaps the oldest 
of the living pioneers — that is to say his 
arrival here dates further back, not that 
his years are more, for, though an old man, 
as nis "Sixty Years in California" must 
indicate, he is still a man in the fall vigor 
of life. 

Mr. Davis arrived in California in 18.31 on 
the bark Louisa from Boston and has re- 
mained here continuously since, except 
when away on business. He was first em- 
ployed as a clerk for Natlian Spear and 
afterward for Petty & McKiiiley. Before 
1849 he had begun busines.s for himself. 
He saw the first steamer enter the bay of 
San Francisco on the 28th of February, 
1849, bringing some 300 or 400 eager gold- 
bun^rs. Of that passenger list Mr. Davis 
says not more than eigm or nine survive. 
Among these are Dr. A. B. Stout, ex-Sur- 
veyor-Ueneral Pratt_, Henry F. Williams 
and General D. W . C. Thompson, now 
commandant of the Soldiers' Home at 
Youotville. 

In the fall of '40 >rr. Davis leased his 
building at tlie corner of t.'iay ami Mont- 
I gomery streets to the tirm of Bleecker, 
( Van Dvke it Belden for the modest rental 
of %-imia. month, or ^,000 a year. He 
moved a little further uptown to the cor- 
ner of Montgomery and California streets, 
where he built the first brick building in 
the city of Pan FrancL-iCo. It was tnree 
stories in height, witli ample porticos 
across the face of each. This building was 
afterward leased to the Ghivemment as a 
customs-house for a rental of |3000 a 
month, or $.S6,000 a year. 

As showing that even these big rents 
were not the top lipures Mr. Davis says 
that Bleeker, Van Dyke and Belden, al- 
thougii using the principal storeroom in 
the building they had leased of him as an 
auction-house, cut the balance of it up into 
oflices and probably made as much more 
out of it as they paid him. 

The tire of the M and Itli ot May, 1851, 
burned the heart of the city and destroyed 
Mr. Davis' buildings, as well as a big and 
valuable stock of merchandise. He subse- 
quently went to Alameda County and en- 
gaged in raisii.g cattle and liorses. 

In the '70's he conceived the idea of writ- 
ing the history of California, which he un- 
dertook but did not complete until 1889. 
The book was printed and published here 
and attracted wide attention and such 
favorable comment that the suggestion was 
made that it be adopted as a textbook in 
the public schools. Tlie edition was soon 
exhausted and then friends urged the 
author to enlarge its scope. He began and 
has prosecuted the work steadily through 
the past five years, and now has MSS. for 
two large yoliiiiies, comprising 1,200,000 
words. He is hard engaged ^oiug over the 
matter revising and touching up. The 
writing is partially completed. 

The work is to oe elaborately illustrated 
with pen drawings by E. Wyttenbach. 

The fact that the author was himself a 
part of all he tells about gives a living in- 
terest and charm lo the work which no 
mere historian coming after could impart. 

The story of the founding and the rise of 
the city of San Francisco, told by the man, 
still an active factor in its affairs, who 
built the first brick building, is very like 
an "Arabian Nights" tale. 

Many and strange were the personal ex- 
periences of the author, and his descrip- 
tions of every-day life right here on this' 
ground and throughout the State reads 
much like the tale of some foreign lantl. 

The population of the department ol 
California about 18;W-39 was probably from 
10,000 to 12,000, exclusive of Indians, who 
numbered about ao.OOO'christianized. 

Besides Indulgence in music and dancing, 
the men of those days found their recrea- 
tion, as they did their occupation, chiefly 
on horseback. Horse-racing was one of 
their favorite amusements, which they oc- 
casionally enjoyed, especially on the saints' 
feast days, which were general holidays. 
The vuqueros were then relieved from duty, 
wore their best clothes, and were allowed 
to mount the best horses and to have their 
sport. These races were usually from 2(X)to 
400 yards, and participated in only by two 
horses at a time. Bets were made in 
cattie and horses, and large numbers of 
animals were lost and won on these occa- 
sions. At times one hundred up to sev- 
eral hundred head of cattle were bet on 
the result of a single short race. They 
generally put np their vaquillas (heifers). 
They had no money to wager, but plenty 
of cattle. Sometimes horses were also bet, 
but not often. There was on one occasion 
a famous race at Los Angeles of nine 
miles Ixitween the horses of two wealthy 
tancberos, and an immense amount of 
property changed hands on the race- 
cattle and horses, mostiy the former. This 
race attracted quite a large crowd of 
pople, and was Considered a great affair 
for that day. 

The bull fight was usually held on one of 
the saints' days. The bull was turned into 
an inelosnre; and the horsemen would 
then come in, monnted on their best ani- 
mals, and fight the bull for the entertain- 
ment of the spectators, killing him finally. 
Sometimes a iiear and a bull fignt would 
take place. Another amusement they had 



at the killing season at the mat anza sjxit. 
When cattle were .^laufrhtered, bears came 
to the place at ni;;Iit to feast on the meat 
that was left aiter the hides and tallow 
were taken. The bears coming, the ran- 
cheros, with vaqueros, would go there for 
the purpose of lassoing them. This was 
one of their grf atest sports, highly exciting 
and dangerous; but the bear always got 
the worst of it. One would lasso a 
bear by the neck another would 
lasso the same beast by the. hind foot; 
and then, pulling iu different ilirections 
the poor Ijear jvas soon sttained and 
strangled to death. Sometimes jalf a 
dozenormore would be taken in a single 
night in this way.

Eugene, Taniere, the artist, met with a 
verj- sudden death yesterday afternoon. 
Recently he purchased a bicycle, and all 
his leistue time was taken up in learniiit; 
how to ride it. He went out to the park in 
the morning, and after a spin to the Cliff 
House, and back to the Haight-street ter- 
minus of the car line he started for home. 

All went well until he reached Pulton 
street. That tlioruughfare. in the vicinity 
of Steiner street, is not in eood repair, 
and the contraciors have been at work 
laying down bituniiiious rock. The 
boiler and necessary appliances are sta- 
tioned at the comer of Fulton and 
Fillmore streets, and everything was in 
full blast yesterday afternoon. After 
crossing .Steiner street Taniere lost control 
of his machine and went down Fulton 
street at a break-neck pace. At^e cross- 
ing of Fulton and I^IImore streets the bicy- 
cle swerved and crashed into the hoileV. 
The machine was a complete wreck and 
Taniere had his brains knocked out against 
one of tj^e iron wheels of the boiler. Ha 
was carried into the nearest drugstore, but 
no medical assistance was required, as 
death must have been idmost instant- 
aneous. 

Taniere was well known among the artis- 
tic fraternity in San Francisco and the 
news of his sudden death.wiU come ass 
shock to his numerous friends.

He crashed into the bituminous rock boiler, 
and when we picked him up he was dead."

".Mr. Stuffer," replied the conductor, 
"the last time you traveled on this road 
you kicked because tMe tralnboy bifiedyou 
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out the loss of a man on the American ! 
vessel. 

"To Captain Fercival was aaeigned tbe 

duty of circumnavigating tbe globe. 

"In December. 1845, the Constitution was 
homeward bound and touched at Hono- 
lulu. Here Caiitain Fercival found dis- 
patches from Commodore John D. Sloat, 
commanding him to proceed to the FWufic 
Coast to ioin the squadron. 

"Upon the arrival here of the Consti- 
tution, a quarterboat wassentinto the har- 
bor, under command of Lieutenant James 
Allien, who subsequently rose to the rank 
of admiral. 1 was in the quarterboat, and, 
after skirting the shores of the bav, we 
returned to the vessel. Nothing but "such 
a visual experience as I had, when I looked 
across the peninsijila that day, can K've 
even a faint idea of the scene of desolation 
presented to the eye. Xot a hut, not a 
tree, or shrub, nut a living being in sight. 
Nothing but sand, sand, sand everywhere. 

After satisfying ourselves thaft the 
squadron was not here we set sail for the 
bay of Monterey, and there also oiir search 
was in vain. Finally, in JanMarv. 'tii, we 
found the fleet of thirteen ve.^^sels.'with the 
fri(?ate Savannah as flagship of Commo- 
dore Sloat, at Mazatlan. There the Con- 
stitution remained till May of that year, 
awaiting war with Mexico, whicli came in 
tbe shape of the battle of El Molino del 
Rey— the King's Mill. 

"In the harbor of Maz.itlan there was a 
British fifty-gun ship, the America, com- 
manded by Lord George Gordon, brother 
of the Earl of Aberdeen, at that time 
Prime Minister of England. During a 
dinner at Mazatlan, at whii^li there were 
present many t'nited Stutes and IJritish 
naval officers, I heard Lord (Jeorge malce a 
verj- injudicious remark. Becoming heated 
with wine he said: 'If Groat Britain and 
the United States go to war I wish nothing 
lietter than to be placed midway between 
the Stivannah and (Constitution. '" As tliete 
two ships carried, together, one hundred 
guns, against his fifty, the remark was a 
specimen of brag of the tallest kind. Lord 
iJeorgeliad evidently forgotten that Com- 
niodore Cliarles Stewart, or 'Old Iron- 
sides,' liarl |placed himself, in the Constitu- 
tioti. between the two British sloopa-of-war, 
of superior armament, the Cyanc and 
l,,evant, ami had captured them both. 

"The America was not originallv a 
British ship, but Was Yfknkee born, having 
bt'Cn built at Fortsmoutb, N. 11., and 
given as a iiresent lo France to rejilace the 
gift o." a line of-ballle ship which tliat 
nation had presented to tbe American 
colonies. In one of the Peninsular naval 
battles tbe America was taken from tbe 
French by the British and r.i.ieed into a 
lifty-guii sbi]!. 

"1 believe tlie America when sent to 
France was in command of that celebrated 
naval hero, Johu Paul Jones. 

"During our three years' journey we 
met with but two steam vessels of any , 
kind — one a Dutch man-of-war off the 1 
island Tristan d'.\cunha. in the Soutti .\t- j 
laiitic. and llie other a British sloop-,, f- , 
war attached to the squadron commanded 
by Lord Cochrane, oil the coast of Manila, ' 
in tiie Ka.st Indies. This was in '45, when 
it was thought there might be trouble be- 
tween 1 1 teat Britain and the I nited States 
over the .M dee. 4ff min. boundary, but 
which was settled by the so-called Ash- 
burton treaty. 

"The Constitution during this trip had 
the same armament as when she ca)i- , 
tured the Guerriere, Java, Cynne and Le- i 
vaiit. She li:i'' on Ixiard a Swedi.sh murine, i 
Andrew Fvter.Min, who shot Captain Lam- 
bert of tbe Java through the shoulder, I 
from which wound he died. i 

"The binnacle in use on the Constitution ' 
was taken from the ,Iava and gave rise to a 1 
story to the effect tliat a .son of ,Jolin Hull, 
while on a vi.sit to the old siiip, remarked i 
that he was glad to see that her binnacl^ 
was of English manufacture. 'Yes,' saia I 
the olRcer of the deck, 'we imported that ! 
in the Java.' 

"Proceeding homeward around Cape 
Horn the Constitution stopped at Rio 
Janeiro for supplies and then continued as 
convoy to sixteen coffee vessels, whose 
commanders feared Mexican privateers, to 
Boston, which was reached September 27, 
l"!'!, afti r a three years' trip around the 
gl'iiic. 'I'liat was the last vo.vaee of circum- , 
navigation undertaken by a United States 
wooden war-vessel. 1 obtain a wonderful 
amount of satUfaction from ruminating at 
odd momcnte on that hazy day in my

Furnlsliine tlm Iteilriiom. 
It is well to rernemher Ihat in times of 
illness your bedroom is l illicrvour prison 
or your pleaeaunce. ' iiecrfulness and 
absolute comfort are the requirements 
here. The room shonUl not be incura- 
•)ered with much furniture; it is far better 
whenever possible to have the furniture 
fitted and ti.ved. Hecesscs such as fre- 
quently occur right and left of the chim- 
ney breast should be fitted as wardrobes ; 
their simply painted panel doors add 
much to the appearance ot the room. 
Pictures are of doubtful advantage in a 
bedroom. 

There is just now a happy reaction in 
favor of the so-called chintz papers of bold 
flower patterns. They give a delightfully 

cheerful look to a room, .and with them 
pi<:tures are quite out of jilace. Papers 
with cold, gray grounds should be avoided. 
They arc always dull and cheerless. It is 
agood plan and a clean and wholesome 
one to paint the maiteins of the floors for 
about eighteen inches from the walls. 
Paint is better than stain ; it is easier to 
renew when worn, and c;in be applied to 
any olri iloor where stain would make a 
bad job. It also offers a variety of color- 
ing that helps in tbe decoration of a room. 

With a painted margin less carpet is 
wanted, the carpet need not be elaboratclv 
■I'laniicd' to lit recesses and project ions, 
and, being of rectangular shape, it can be 
changed end for end when one part gets a 
little worn. The modem brass bedstead is 
surely an ugly object, with its hard, un- 
sympathetic glitter. How inncli better to 
have lieilsteads of hard wood well designed, 
or with head and foot paneled and painted! 
Surely, taking into consiileiation the 
greater attention now paid to matters of 
cleanliness and sanitation, the old dangers 
that led to the disuse of wooden beds need 
scarcely be feared.— The Nati.mal Review. 

The Large Vlylnc-Sqnirrel. 

The large red flying-squirrel is interest- 
ing, but not beautifiil. It is whollv noc- 
turnal and, like most nocturnal aninials, is 
extremel.v surly and sjiiteiiil if disturbed 
in the daytime. It is as large as a cat 
with a face like a rabbit's, its coloring is' 
< \tieniely brilliant for a mammal' ana in 
^•eiieral appearance it resenitjles some curi- 
ous monster in a Chinese painting. Tlie 
fur is rich and deep chestnut on its back, 
liglit c iiesintit below, its head white and its 
eye a ilull jiale gray. 

The wide parachute membrane between 
its legs is covered with fur, and its tail is 
long, thickly furred, and round. 'This 
squirrel does not "tiy," in the proper sense 
of the Word, but iti i lie forests its parachute 
niembrane answers its purjiose almost 
equally as well as wings. It runs with a 
wonderful agility up the trunk of the tree, 
and to tbe end of a branch, and then takes 
a flying icaj,, with its limbs extended to 
the utmost, and the wide flesh membrane 
stretched. 

This "aerial slide" carries it forward and 
downward to a horizontal distance of per- 
haps forty or fifty yards, and it is noticed 
that, as ill the case of birds when making 
use of their powers of descent with fixed 
pinions, the squirrel throws itself uoward, 
and aAccuds slightly at the close of the 
"flight" perching on the bough it aims at 
with all the lightness of a pigeon descend- 
ing from a tower to some point upon the 
roof below.— The Spectator.

Stanton. 



THERE WAS NO PRIVATE DEAL 



Current Opinion Among the 
Artists Indorses the Late 
Election. 



There is wrath in art circles. The Art 
Association, whose directors wore elected 
the other day, isdiBCOssing with no small 
amoiutof energy certain statements touch- 
ing the association management attributed 
to John A. Stanton. 

The assertion that the Art Association 
was a close corporation was the principal 
source of di.ssatisfacf ion. Mr. Stanton 
said, according to the jirinted story, that 
he had uiaile an aiiplication to the secre- 
tary- of the association asking that he 
might be permitted to make a nomination. 
The nomination ICr. Stanton desirea to 
make was that of John Stafford for mem- 
bership to the board of directors. Mr. 
Stafford was not nominated. As a matter 
of fact, the nominating committee had be- 
fore it eleven names. Mr. Stanton was 
one. The nominating coinraittee con- 
sisted of: Alexander <T. llawcs, e."C-presi- 
dcnt of the Art .\ ssociation ; G. W. Beaver 
and Russell .1. Wilson, flu the list of can- 
didates the committee found Mr. Stanton's 
name. It was considered, among the 
Others, but after reference to the bv-laws 
and constitution of the association it was 
discovered that no employe of the associa- 
tion CO' Id be elected aa a director, and in- 
stead of (r. Stanton's name that of Wil- 
liam Ke. was substituted. 

Secretai. "'nrt-n, when seen yesterday, 
said: "It is diiiicult for me to believe that 
any apjilication was made to nic by Mr. 
.'"lanton for the nomination of any candi- 
date of his choice, lean only say that I 
absolutely fail to remember any such ap- 
plication, and if any sucli application bad 
been made, I believe I votud nmember 
it." 

"Is it a fact that due notification was 
not given of the election ?" Mr. Martin 
was asked. 

"Well, I have only this to say," replied 
he, "that the constitution requires that the 
nonfication shall be posted in n prominent 
place, or duly published in a daih- jmper 
no less tlian three times within the month 
preceding the election. I paid the Ex- 
aminer |5 25, and here is the receipt, for 
the due publication of the notice of the 
election of directors of the Art .Vssociation. 
That satisfies one end of it, and it was not 
necessary that any further notilication 
should be inaile, but in ari'litioii to that 
the notice that you see there was posted. 
Is not that a prominent place, in the secre- 
tary's office?'' And Mr. Martin pointed to 
a notice dated February 'Jti, ISfi,",. calling 
upon the niemljcrs of tbe" Art .Association 
to attend the election of directors. 

Two other artists, instructors and of 
reputable position, were in the secretary's 
room when he made this statement to the 
reporter for the Cam., and they promptly 
drew out of their pockets the tickets which 
had been forwarded to them, three days 
before the election, by the secretary of tbe 
association. There are but two changes in 
the board. Joseph B. Crockett takes the 
place of E. 8. PiUsbury and Henry J. 
Crocker takes William Babcock's place. 

The hght seems tn be the result of sorac- 
wliat careless talk on the part of Mr. Stan- 
ton. When seen J(r. .Stanton said that so 
far as his criticism of the election is 
concerned, it was made under a misunder- 
standing. 

"I did discus? the matter of the election 
of the l,ci.i;il ,.f directors, but I did not say 
that the gentlemen wlio composed the 
board are no more fitted 'to conduct an art 
institute in tbis city than I am to ran s 
bank.' Snch an assertion would be fool- 
ish, because I know better. Whatever 
criticism I made of the election of the 
board of directors was neither given nor 
meant for publication." Then Mr. Stan- 
ton went out for a sail on the bay. 

Chris Jorgenson, who is one of the elec- 
toral board, was seen at bis studio and 
said: "I cannot understand how any such 
statemeut as has been attiybiited to Mr. 
Stanton could have been made. If there 
had been any desire on the part of anv 
members of the Art Association to run ah 
opposition ticket to that which waselected, 
there was certainly plenty of time, and cer- 
tainly due notice wa.s given, because the 
advertisement of the election was not onlv 
printed in the Examiner, but the notifica- 
tion was pasted up on the mirror in the 
secretary s room of the Mark Hoiiklns In- 
stitute of Art, and there is no cHance that 
1 can understand which would permit any 
one to fail to know in advance, not only 
when the election was to be held, but just 
exactly who were the candidates." 

T. F. Latimer, who is also on the elec- 
toral board of the association, said: "If 
there had been any strong desire on the 
part of tbe members of the Art Association 
to elect Mr. Stafford, there was plenty of 
time for such a desire to have been made 
evident. Personally, I should have liked 
to have seen Mr. Staffo.d elected a mem- 
ber of the boarel of directors. 

'•So far as James D. Phelan is concerned, 
and tiie assertion that the board of direc- 
tors keep the institute out of debt, the 
windows cleaned and the steps hosed off, 
I have nothing to say, except that if gentle- 
men like Mr. Phelan .did not interest 
tbeni.selves in the Art -■Association, it is 
very doubtful if any of the coiiiiilaining 
artists would do so. It is more than likely 
that Mr. Phelan considers his re-election 
as a director soniethin» of a nuisance, be- 
cause that cli'ction makes a deniand upon 
liis time which only a publii--ininiietl man 
would meet with pleasure. There could 
have been no lack of notilication, norcould 
there have Wen any clo.se politics in the 
action of the electoral board. Everything 
was open and aboveboard, and all the' 
legal notices were given." 

Amcdee Joullin said: "I am not sur- 
prised because it is just that sort of action 
which has unfortunately heretofore char- 
acterized a certain clique in the Art Asso- 
ciation. It is manifestly impossible that 
an employe of an association could be 
upon the t'oard uf directors. Mr. Stanton 
was a candidate for election. The nomi- 
nating committee found that it was impos- 
.sible according ^o the cou.stitutiou to pre- 
sent Mr. Stanton's name. Ah a matter of 
fact Mr. Stanton's name was taken off the 
original list and Mr. Keith's name was 
substituted. The election was hanuoniotts 
and there was no definite objection made so 
far as 1 can learn. It is a very funny 
thing that Mr. Stanton should object to 
the result of an election which he did not 
even take the trouble to attend. If he had 
feared tbat any of liis frien<ls had not 
not been properly represented he shouhl 
have himself made some personal effort. 
'The outside discussion of the action taken 
by the Art Association is siUy. Anybody 
can talk, but why do not Some of the 
objectors work?" 

There were many other expressions of a 
more or less critical nature from the artists 
of the city over the statement that the Art 
Association was being run by an "everlast- 
ing board of directors." 'The addition of 
Henry J. Crocker and E. S. Pillsbnrv 
to the boanl w^as generally con.-idered 
beneficial so far as the interests of the 
association were concerned. It was gen- 
erally denied that any dinners or supx>er8 
or anything of that nature had in any way 
ever affected the election of any director lif 
the association. In fact Mr. Joiillin sectned 
to voice the general sciitiaieiit when he 
said, "li tiiis board of directors keeps the 
windows clean and tbe sidewalks hosed off 
they are doing much more than is apt to 
be done by those members of the associar 
tion who are doing ail tbe kicking."

Kdward N. Hcnjimiin, who was superin- 
tendent of the mineral exhibit of the Hid- 
vinter Fair, has been examining the mines 
at Pine Nut, Ker., and has now gone to 
Bodie to look at some properties there. 

Inftpad of the Eureka, the I.iviTmore 
coal mine will hereafter be known as the 
ban Francisco and San Joaquin mine. 

The frequent bonding of tnines in Cala- 
veras County shows the confidence capital 
has in the niining properties of that part 
of the State. There i^< reason for it, how- 
ever, as the mines of the county have been 
pa.ving very well. 

A. J. Wilson of Kentucky Flat reports to 
the Placerville Democrat that the old Vol- 
canoville mining di.°trict is overran by 
mining experts and prospectors. It is so 
everywhere. The mining outlook in El 
I>ora>jo ia better than it has been in twenty 
years. 

Numbers of new mining locations are 
being maic in Kern County. 

Agricultural communities do not seem to 
have much appreeiation of mining proper- 
ties. At an assignee's sale at Mereeil last 
week three mines in Mariposa I'onnty 
were sold for $T. And Mariposa is a boom- 
ing mining county' in these days, where 
even a paper location ought to be worth 
something. 

The Bullion ami lone mine near the Os- 
born Hill, ilra-^-^ Valii-y. may be starte.! up 
aeuin in charge of lieorge Mainhart, super- 
intendent of the Omaha. 

One of the prominent miners at Inilro. 
Riverside County, who is entliusiaitio 
about the ininiiig outlook, says: "The 
yellow iruil of the cartii is as plentiful as 
the fruit of the tree in Kiversiue, and I'm 
atr.iiathc miners' vote of the county will 
be heavier in four years than the vote of 
the orange-nowera'" 

New machinery has been supplied for 
the Simmins and'Quinne mine. \ reka. 

The miners have commcneed work for 
the summer at Dedrick, at the head of 
Canyon Creek, Trinity County. The snow 
is pretty deep in that section all winter, 
but the men are anxious to get to work 
on their claims. 

The coming sea-on in Oregon is going 
to be a very active one among the miners. 
Already the hills have been fxi'.l of pros- 
pectors for weeks during the favorable 
weather that has prevailc'l. From every 
section of Jackson, .Tosephine and Dougias 
counties are heani reports of a lively 
i-eason in mining, and south in Siskiyou 
County, Cal., much capital is being in- 
terested to take hold of both quartz and 

Slaoer propositions. The possibilities of 
ackson County 's mineral wealth have been 
investigated already this year by more 
outside capitalists than ever before in its 
history. 

A Chinese miner went into a bank in 
Oregon the other liay. and paid the coin 
for 926,000 for exchange on Hongkong. 
The Chinese are good i)laoer miners, but 
they never let any one know how the liig- 
gingspay. 

Captain DeLamar, owner of the famous 
Monitor and Jim Crow mines in Ferguson 
district, Lincoln Count;f, Nev., has pat- 
ented an improved cvaniae process, which, 
it is claimed, givrs greater speed in treat- 
ment by .50 iicr rent thaji that now ap- 
plied, and reduces the average cost i>er ton 
for working ores. 

'William T. St. Auburn, who has been 
for some years manager of the Niagara 
mine, French Gulch, Shasta Countv, has 
gone to Pi.uth Afrioa. John HaysHam- 
mond sent for him, ami has also "sent for 
two more California mining superin- 
tendents who will soon join him in 
Mashonaland. The California colony in 
South Africa is growing. 

The Southern Pacific Company has ap- 
plied for patents to a lot of lands in the 
mineral belt of Siskiyou Countv, and the 
miners of that section are gettiu;: ready to 
file protests, having until April 13 in which 
to do it. 

John Daggett, superintendent of the 
mint, has returned from Sonora, Mexico, 
where he ha-- be- n tn in<[»f-ct a gold min»i 
in which he and others connected with the 
mint are interested. 

The prospectors and miners in some 
other iStates are anxiously lookinefor "free 
silver," but in California most of them are 
after free gold. 

T!-." Trail Creek mining district in British 
( .jiunihia, not far from the international 
boundary line, is attracting lAich atten- 
tion from miners and prospectors at pres- 
ent and something of a rush in that direc- 
tion has commenced. The development 
of several mines of a bonanza character ia 
the cause of the stampede. 

"\Vc don't believe there is a gold mine in 
Colorado for wliieh ?1..")00,000 has been 
offered aside from the Tom Boy, neither 
do we iielieve there is another one for 
for which such an .)ffer would be refused," 
says the Telliirde. Colo., Republican. 
'•That is the iri. e , iff. red for that mine.and 
refused. beeai;se they have an ore body in 
sight supi osed to contain $2,000,000." The 
C.\i.L is ii!ca>ed to state that we have a 
gold iiiiiic in California which i>roduced 
la^t ve.ir several huudre.l th'iu^and dollars 
mori' than the sum off ered f or the Colorado 
Tom Boy, and still has a good deal more 
than two millions in sight, and it is not for 
sale either. 

A steamboat captain who has returned 
to Spokane from a trip to Alaska, says: "It 
is very unwise for men without means to 
rath to Alaska. Juneau is already over- 
crowded with idle men. At some resi- 
dences an average of ten men a day are 
asking for food. The season does. not 
open until May, and even then they will 
not have use for 260 men at the mines." 

SUsers and llallioad Idmds. 

The miners who fail to watch their local 
paper for the list of lands sought to be 
patented by the various railroads in this 
ana other States of the Paeilic Coast have 
themselves to blame if they lose their 
claims by not filing protests. The miner 
may liave b<'en in possession 1.') or 20 
years by right of location, but if his claim 
is not patented the railroad may include it 
in their patent, and he will have to buy 
what he supposes he already owns. Plenty 
pf warning has been given in thenewa- 
Mpers, and in this State the California 
Mmers' Association throufh its committee 
on the protection of mineral lands has been 
actively en'^age<i in preventing the railroad 
companies from ia!-:;ng milier.al lands ;ts if 
agricultural. In this work the association 
expects to be morally and financially as- 
sisted by evcrj' one interested in the min- 
ing iudtistry. " It is a matter of interest to 
every miner and prospector that mineral 
regions should be keyt open for explora- 
tion,-Bnd aot pass from the hands of the 
Cktvemmsnt into that of a private corpora- 
tion. 

Possessory title only to a mins is no pro- 
taction ualesB a patent is filed when the 



land on which the claim is situated is 
listed for patent by the railroad company, 
as many have already found out to thoir 
cost, rhe time is propitious for the miners 
of California to make a common tight 
through this association and its active 
sjii-cial committee, and abundant funds 
should be provided to carry on the contest. 
The railroa<l company professes that it de- 
sires to take up no mineral lands, but under 
the system pursued it does take up such 
land unless separate protests are made on 
each lot listed for patent. Apathv or care- 
lessness on the part of the miners is to the 
aiivaniage of the railroads, and once they 
have a l atent on the lands the miners 
must buy fromthem. While the California 
Miners' Association can look after the gen- 
eral features of this contest and warn the 
miners of their danger, the individual 
claim-owner has the responsibility of the 
patent i>rocee.iiii.is on his own claim. 

\'iist areas of the mineral domain have 
already passed into the hands of the rail- 
road companies in this and other States, 
and it rests with tha miners themselves 
whetlier or not more follows. The 
Government does not oflicially recognize 
any trai t as mineral in character unless 
miners thereon have apidicd fororreceived 
a patent, or a mineraf protest is made 
when others seek to patent the land. It 
has no means of knowing its mineral 
character, in other words, unless tlie 
niincrs givcthe information, tor it is to the 
interest of other parties to have it con- 
sidered agricultural.

junction was also obtained by the Enter- 
prise Company preventing the'Rico-A.spen 
Company from removing ore f.»-om "the 
vein. 

The hearing in the Circuit Court before 
Judge Ha"; let t resulted in a decri'e to the 
effeet that the Kieo-.\-iien Company was 
cntii led to all that portion of the Jumbo 
No. 2 vein lying witliin the Vestal loca- 
tion, and the' deduction of the court was 
based very largely upon the effect of the 
Territorial statute enacted in 1861, which 
in effect limited the rirhts of a tunnel 
location to '2'*> feet on cai.-h siiie of the line 
of the tunnel. The Enterprise Company 
appealed from this decree to the United 
States Court of Appeals. 

The importance of the case was recog- 
nized by the Court of Appeals, and extra 
time was given to the parties to the suit 
for argument, and the various (questions 
involved in the appeal were fully discussed. 
The opinion of the court is pomprehensive 
and elaborate, and a&ords the first de- 
cision by tiie appellate court of many im- 
portant questions involTed in the sections 
of the Congressional acts relating to tun- 
nel rights. 

The court holds that the owner of a 
tunnel claim is under no obligation to ad- 
verse an application for patent for a lode 
mining claim based upon a surface loca- 
tion, unless the vein has been discovered 
in the tunnel crossing the surface location. 

It also holds that the tunnel owner, 
upon discovering a blind vein crossing the 
tunnel, is entitled to the possession of the 
vein for 1)500 feet in one direction or the 
other from the tunnel, or mav, at his elec 



callim: the attention of the Land be- | tion, locate the claim partially upon one 

side and jmrtially upon the other side of 
the tunnel. 

The court also holds that the Colorado 
Territorial legislation of 1861, limiting the 
location of a blind vein discovered in a 
tunnel to 250 feet on each side of the tun- 
nel, is repugnant to the Congressional 
mining act 011872, and is, therefore, ol no 
force. 

This decision is especially important for 
the reason that no appeal lies to the United 

States Supreme Conrt. 

The New Idsbo Mining Law. 
The last Legislature of Idaho passed a 
new mining law, which is, in brief, the 
general law with some changes to suit the 
I raining conditions in that State. Mining 
claims may extend to 300 feet on each side 
of the middle of the vein or lode. The 
locator must locate by posting on the 
surface a ]dain and permanent sijjn or 
notice containing the name of the locator, 
theiiaiueof the claim, length and width 
and ilate when the location is nume, and 
by marking within ten days thereafter the 
surface boundary of the claim. Any claim 
so located is not, unless abandoned, sub- 
I ject to location by any other person for 
' sixty days tiiereaf tar. Surface wundaries 
must be marked 'ny sul>stantial posts or 
drees not less than four inches square or in 
lia meter. Within sixty days after such 
tocatinn the locator must sinks shaft upon 
the lode to the depth of at least ten feet. 
Notice of location must be tiled within 
ninety days thereafter with the ("ountv 
Recorder or his deputy. .Vn artidavit that 
the prescribed work has been done must be 
filed. County Recorders must a i. point 
deputies. Only citizens of the I nited 
States or those who have declared their in- 
tention to be such can locate a mining 
claim.

The Boom at Coultervllle. 

KniToi! C.tLi. : Coultcrville is at an eleva- 
tion of 17.;0 feet and is beautifully situated. 
It was a tlourisbing camp in that eventful 
year, and is therefore entitled to rank 
as a "'49er." 

The venerable George Coulter, proprietor 
of the Coulter House, was popular as 
"mine host" here in ISSO.and han returned 
to repeat his own history of the past. The 
town is named after him. The iwpnlation 
is about 450. There are three hotels— full 
from cellar to garret, and strangers are 
sleeping two in a bed. 

Here, at lc:ist, the sound of the distress- 
ing words "hard times" is absent, and one 
is made to feel a new and pleasant sensa- 
tion. KverylHHly in business is making 
money, and the prospect ahead indicates 
the building upof one of the most flourish- 
ing mining camps yet seen in California. 
There is one church, one schoolhouse, and, 
as may be e.\i>ected under the cireiim- 
staiiccs, many saloons. Of the latter the 
regular citizens are not proud, and would 
gladly limit the nufiber, but mining and 
saloons are inseparable. The Pacific Coast 
Savings and Loan Association is soon to 
open a bank, and a telephone line, via 
Sonora to San Francisco, is under way. 

The survey bfs been made for an electric 
road from Merced to Yosemite Valley via 
Coulterville. 

The famed Horseshoe Bend 'Vineyard is 
only about four miles distant. There are 
about HOacres in fruit, including 800 orange 
trees, an^l 4»n.M> olive frees ;ire l>eing ]iut in. 
This viueyaru carried oft the first' prixe on 
two varieties of grapes at the Midwinter 
Fair. Nearly $100,000 has already been e.v- 

Sinded by the owners, P. P. and C. L. 
ast, a name well known in San Fran- 
cisco. One of these gentlemen is 50 years 
of age and the other TO, but they ate yet 
full of the fire of youth and business enter- 
prises. 

Among the mines already bonded, leased, 
opening and reopening may be mentioned 
the following: Pino Blanco, BanderiUi, 
twelve miles; Virginia, four miles; Louisi- 
ana, twelve miles; and Marble Spring, 
eighteen miles. The Red Cloud, distatit 
twelve miles, is now doing work with a 
good showing for success. This is inside 
information, and will be news to people 
of even this mining region, the prospects 
thu' far having been kept secret. 

The Merced 'Mining Company has pur- 
cha.sed an extensive property and has now 
110,000 worth of the most improved mining 
machinery en route, as a beginning. This 
company's work will be on the most exten- 
sive .scale, with modern ma( hinerv and 
methods. There will be, to start with, a 
40-starnp mill, to be increased later to 80, 
and ultimately to 200 stamps. One of the 
items constituting this plant will be a new 
sawmill, for the purpose of furnishing 
lumber, minim; timliers, etc. Plenty of 
capital is backing this important venture. 
If the Merced Miniiic Company makes a 
good showing, as it is e.vpected to do, many 
of the old abandoned mines will be re- 
opened and many new ones will be worked. 

The town is directly on the mother lode 
and a great future is contidently e.tjiected. 

-\bout 200 men, all told, are now em- 
ployed here and in this vicinity. There 
will be a demand for more, and ultimately 
it is expected that 1000 or more men wifl 
find employment with the Merced Mining 
Company alone, but just now there are 
more men on the ground than work. There 
are fully fifty idle men in the town and 
more are coming; there being no imme- 
diate prospect of work for the idle ones, 
uor hotel room for those arriving. There- 
fore, just now this is a good place for 
the mine - working man to keejt away 
from. There is, however, plenty of room 
in the hills for prospectors, and'the smoke 
of their camps is seen rising through the 
pines in the early morning. 

Alongside the stage road from Couiter- 
ville to Merced, on a small stream, two 
men with a sluicebox were engaged in 
surface mining, and securing enough of 
the yellow metal to "make a good living." 

The lesson to be learned from this is to 
the effect that man}' of the county's un- 
employed could find employment ami a 
living in this mining reiiion. with the pros- 
pect that some good-paying discoveries 
wotild be made and the finders enriched.

Tunnel Rlfhts. 

The opinion recently handed down by 
Judge Sanborn of the United States Circuit 
Court cf Appeals in the case of the'Rico- 
Aspen Consolidated Mining Company 
against t!ie Knlerprise Mining Company, 
both of Rico, Colo., is of very general in- 
terest in all the mining States and Terri- 
tories. The suits between the two com- 
panies were commenced in ISffJ, and in- 
volved the rights derived through mining 
tunnels. Very few suits have arisen in 
the mining States concemin|; mining ton- 
nel rights. Such decision is of great in- 
terest to the mining community. 

In 1879 Charles Dewman of Dnrango 
located the Group tunnel site, and for sev- 
eral years i rosecutcd the excavation of the 
tunnel. While he was continuing the tun- 
nel, and before any veins had been cut in 
it, the Vestal loae mining claim was lo- 
cated by A. E. Arens, the later basing his 
location upon the discovery of a vein at 
the surface running par.a"llel witli the 
Group tunnel and about 1*00 feet from the 
tunnel line. It will be observed that the 
Vestal claim did not cross the line of the 
tunnel, and it will be observed also that 
any veins which might be discovered in 
the Group tunnel would necessarily cro.ss 
the Vestal lode claim. A I'ateiit for the 
Vestal ciuini was. api.iied for and a United 
States patent was issued to the owners. 
No claim adverse to this application was 
made by Mr. Newman, the owner of the 
Group tunnel. 

In rs'iu the Group tunnel was conveyed 
'to the Kiiterprise Mining Company, and in 
the spring of IS'.H a vein carrying very rich 
ore was cut in the tunnel, and hv drifting 
along this vein it was found to'cross the 
patented Vestal location, which at that 
time had passed into the possession of the 
Rico-Aspen Company, While the Kntcr- 
prise Company was busily engaged in ex- 
tracting the ore from the Jumbo No. i vein, 
within the lines of the Vestal clailn, the 
Rico- Aspen Company was also busily en- 
gaged in running a drift from the shaft on 
its Vestal claim so as to reach the Jumbo 
No. 2. Natttfally a conflict occurred be- 
tween the miners of the two companies. 

A suit was instituted by the Rico-Aspen 
Company and an injunction obtained pre- 
venting the' Kntsrpnise Company from con 
tinoing the removal of ore. 



L'ncommon Solicitude for Bis Wife. 
Thomas Stott, whose will disposing of an 
estate valued at $2000 was admitted to pro- 
bate in tills city on Tuesday, devised it all 
to his wife and imposed tlie following re- 
striction: ••Tlie only condition imposed is 
that my beloved wife, Maria Stott, shall 
not remarry after my decfease, but remain 
forever after my widow.

I am impelled 
to throw this safeguard around her through 
a deep sense of the many good qualitie- of 
my beloved wife after a lon^r and happv 
married life, in which I Imvc invariaolv 
proved her to be my b- -t ro nselor and 
faithful helpmeet, and 1 u:n consequently 
animated with a most sincere desire that 
after I have passed away -ha may be en- 
abled to spend the leinainder oi her days 
in ease and quietnes-^. Having full con- 
fidence in her wise discretion and sterling 
good sense that she will make a proper use 
of the benefits this instrument is intended 
to confer upon her, I hereby appoint as 
e.xeeutor Thiimas B. Shoretosee that these, 
niy intentions, are carried into effect." —

Soon Destroyed by the Kyrisds of Hnn- 

fgry i'reiitiiros In the Ocean. 

In lookinj; ;ii the oofaii the minii almost 
iii.'^tiiuttivplv turns to tlie fate of the sliips 
wiiiith liiid their resting place upon its 
floor. If the reaiier was appointed to in- 
spect tbe bottom of the drained sea he 
■would be sure to look at once for some reiu- 
naiits of this kind, overwhelmed Ijy Morm 
anil hattle. Fancy has depicted these ves- 
sels as thickiy strewn over the bottom of tlic 
sea and at times hung in the depths unable, 
on account of the density of the water, to 
tinti their way to the earth. But all we 
know u{ the l ondilion of the deep leails 
ua to believe thai the sunken vessel finds 
its way quickly to the foundation 
of the sea. In a very few hours, 
at least, it reaches its everlast- 
ing grave and it is ready for the 
swift destruction whicli "awaits its 
form. At the stroke of its fall it 
must in part sink into the ooze, which 
everywhere is deep. Quickly the creatures 
of the sea, who by long existence in fleltls 
where food is sranty have learned to avail 
themselves of every chance of subsistence, 
seize upon all tlie orfranic matter which 
fortune has sent them. Even tlie masts 
and tlie other woodwoilc will shortly be 
honeyt onibed liv living species and weighed 
down by enerusting- forms. Thus before 
long the mast- w ill fall, and the d«ck6 Will 
share in the ruin. 

If the re.ider eould traverse the field 
when unto oame the shot-riddled shipsot 
Tralaltiar he would probably, says a writer 
in the Youth's Companion, be surprised at 
♦he slight effect they would make on the 
landscape. Kai h wi'eck would most likelv 
appear as a low mound of debris, in which 
it_ would be diliiciilt to trace the semblance 
of the stout craft which waged the greatest 
sea hjthtof all time. Ships of European 
people have been for centuries finding 
their way to the iloor of the ocean. 

Probably over a hundred thousand ves- 
sells have met their fate since the time 
when our race l>ej:au to lind its wav around 
the world. But by far the greater part of 
Jhese have fallen upon the ehallowenear 
the shore, where the swift currents and 
rapidly movinj; debris are likelv to aid in 
theirdestruction :ind burial. How swiftly 
■V' j^^PP^'"' ill these conditions may be 
judged by the experience of divers who 
have sought for hidden treasures. Almost 
invariably after a hundred years or so has 
passed thev tind that the craft is quite lost 
to sight. Far more money has been spent 



in such explorations than has been won 
from them. Curiously eiiongh the most 
permanent records of man's empire of the 
seas are being written in the ashes from 
the coal-fed tires of the steamships. This 
waste is in its nature indestructible, and 
the mass of material contributed in any 
one vear to the ocean floors is to be reck- 
oned by the million tons. In time all the 
great ship routes will be paved with this 
debris, which will be bnilt into rocks to re- 
main as the most enduring physical mon- 
uments of man's sway upon this sphere.

The insurance riite w;ir h;is ro.u l.i a Oak- 
'■^£> "ud the local agents sik mi yesU-rday 
•fternoon in • wild sctirry after "new busi- 
netsor a renewal of expiring policies. 

Shortly after noon a telegram came to 
the effect that the San Francisco Board of 
Vii.lorwriters bad declared all rates off in 
Alumpda County, and cutting began lorth- 
'vjth. At 1 o'c'IiM'k a dpiopation of San 
1 rar.cisco M.iiiii.ir^ arrived, and their 
efforts to secure busines.-i, combined with 
,tbMe of the local men, kept tlie merchants 
ana property-owuers in a turmoil until 
night&ll. He retofore, since tlie trouble in 
the ttoard of Underwriters began to lie 
inanifestto all, more or l( ?s slasliinB lias 
been goine on, but gem rallv on a defensive 
Imp. local men simjily striving to liold 
their own. 

Yesterday, however, all pretense of cau- 
tion was thrown aside, and the rates ottered 
bv sonie agencies carrying lane lines were 
simply astonishing. 

A well-known liquor man whose place 
<>! misiuess is nonsidered a fair risk, has 
for years paid 4K per oent. His poUcies 
are about expiring, and he yesterday 
signed an i&greement to reinsure with the 
I'ompanies carrying his businps* for l^i 
ViCrteiit. 

Colonel W. M. Kent, whose establi'^h- 
meuts on Twelfth street and on Broadway 
areweU known, had just paid his premiums 
on several thousands of dollar.s of insur- 
ance, bat gracefuIlT accepted a sn per cent 
cash rebate and allowed tlie enterprisin" 
agent to write him a eoujiie of new pof 
K'lea for a good amount. 

Other agencies, who felt that they were 
m danger of losing large blocks of busi- 
ness, cut rates to even a greater extent, 
and in at least one instance 80 per cent re- 
bate was offered and, of course, accepted. 

The reason given for the war is that the 
New Zealand, Continental, Home, Phoenix 
and other companies began rate-cutting, 
and in order to be in the swim the other 
concerns had to follow siiii. 

In the inear.tinie the public is saving 
thousands nf :],,rv in premiums, and the 
agents are woMi'. riTig whether thev will be 
able to pay rent and clerks if the war con- 
tinues. 

A.- O. DstIs, the local agent of the New 
Zealand Insuraiu-e r.inipany, who was one 
of the most active in ihe scurry after busi- 
ne8s,Bays that tlie split came on the propo- 
sition of agents' compensation.' 

"The origin of this trouble dates back a 
year. ".he said. "At that time the Pacific 
Insurance I'nion chaiiped its constitution 
so as to provide that asents shotild receive 
commission, only as tlieir comi>en«ation. 
The New Zealand and a few otlier com- 
panies refused to abide by the decision of 
the anion, bdieving tliat "it could get he'- 
ter sertlco from its employes by paying 
them salaries rather than commissions^ 
which in the best times paid but a bare 
living. 

"The New Zealand Company was fined, 
but refused to pay the penaltr, and the 
i::iionJ*aring a split did not enforce the 
f i;ighment. Then several large Knglish 
I 'cManies withdrew from the compact, 
pirihg as their reason that tlie union had 
^'rr wn so weak that it could not enforce 
Its rules and was of no further use to its 
members. Thes" non-board companies 
hare made competition so keen that the 
present war has resuitod." 

There no telling liow long the present 
rate-cutting will continue according to 
local agents, bnt each one declares his in- 
tention of staying with the tight as long as 
it lasts.

STRIKE ON THE HUMBOLDT 



New £iohtt-Five-Foot Pile- 
Driver Commences Tree- 
Planting. 



The steamer Humboldt, which arrived 
from Eureka yesterday, came down with a 
new crew, tbe result oi a walkout on the 
part of tbe old hands at Eureka. A reduc- 
tion ot wages was the cause of the strike.

Thev average sixty 
feet in length, r::u on two bogle trucks anH 
are connected at the ends bv vcstibuled 
platforms, but instead of being entirely 
, open inside with a gangway down the mij- 
I die they are divided iiuu compartments 
'■ aud a passageway runs along one side of 
' the car. .\ll the compartments open into 
this corridor and thus communication is 
obtained from each compartment through 
the lenirth of the train. Fach first-class 
■ comiiariment seats four persons, two on a 
I side, aud each third-class compartment is 
I made to scat six persons. 
I There are in each car one compartment 
[ for smoking, one reserved for women and 
children, a lavatory for men and one for 
i women. There is a small compartment in 
the middle of some cars intended for stor- 
I ing the hand baggage ot ' passengers. The

Japanese are being brought 
from the interior and shipped, and a pre- 
mium of |5 a head ia being given for the 
little brown sailors. It was at first urged 
that the union call out its men from all 
vessels on the coast, but it was thoucht 
unnecessary, and tliat important order was 
not issued. It is reported that 180 men 
will be needed for the vessels here witliin 
the next two weeks. 

The bark Colusa, which was out 113 days 
between I'liL'ct iS^uiiiid and Hongkong, was 
reported ye-icnlay as having arrived safely 
at SiKiiighai. .--^lic was detained bv rough 
weather, but happily escaped without dis- 
aster.

Hundreds of piles will be driven 70 
feet into the soft bay mnd, and a concrete 
flooring will be laid in them. iSo deep is 
the alluvial soil along the bay that piles 
are often driven down three 60-foot sticks 
end to end until a depth of 180 feet has 
been reached before hard pan or any solid 
stratum is found. With the rope 
that raises the great hammer the pile is 
uplifted in place and the bie .%00-pound 
mass of iron is dropped, relentlessly forc- 
ing the long redwood log deep into the 
earth at every blow. A large building of 
several stories will take the place of the 
old dreary shacks that have so long been 
an eyesore in that locality. This tall

Oars 
of similar design arc in use on some Conti- 
nental railways, but the English news- 
papers glTe fnfl credit to the "American 
idea" ol their cars. They say that these 
com partraenfr«orridor carnages give all the 
safety of the American car, with many 
added comforts and conveniences. All ttie 
cars of both classes are handsomely fin- 
ished and upholstered. — Chitjago Herald.

PURPOSE OF A New Organiza- 
tion Incorporated Yes- 
terday. 



It Will Be Carried Out on the 
Plan of Similar Concerns 
IN THE East. 



San Frandsco is to have boys' clubs ]ttst 
as in the larger Eastern cities, and the boys 
who now roam tbe streets will be taken 
care of i*y some one more congenial than a 
blue-coated iiolicemaii, and an institution 
where they will learn tilings that will be 
useful iu making them good citizens when 
they grow np, instead ot leaving then to 
the tender mercies ot the "curtew taw" and 
the edneatioB of the jail. 

The scheme has worked excellently in 
the East, and there is every prospect ^Its 
working equally well here. The ptan in- 
cludes the establishment ot dormitories, 
where the homeless wanderers may steep ; 
classrooms and intelligent teachers, where 
tlie sei kers after knowledge may attend 
and learn; libraries full of books "upon all 
subjects, which may interest the miscel- 
laneous assortment of boys who attend the 
institution, and files of the leading padod- 
icala of the world. 

Nor is the social side of the scheme neg- 
lected ; it is this in fact that is expected u> 
lirst attract the youth of the city, and so 
entertainments of a varied character are 
to be frequently given. It is not alone the 
boys of the street who are to be helped, how- 
ever, but any other boy who feeling within 
himself the need of such a helping hand, 
stretches forth aud grasps it. 

In the articles of incorporation, which 
were filed yesterd^-, ju.st such an institu- 
tion is outlined. Directing the local insti- 
tution will be: Mrs. Mary W. Kincaid, 
George Otis Mitchell, Sidney I'ieiotto, 
l.oring P. Rixford, Emma Wellman. Flor- 
ence l.nndborg, .Itilitt Georee, Florence C. 
F'aul, 1". (i. i'.urgess, Mrs. O. E. Derby and 
Mrs. Annie C. Crane.

Principal Cities of the State to 
Be Visited by the 
Tourists. 



The Half-million Club has made ar- 
rangements for the success of the Santa 
Barbara and Los Aneeles fiestas to the ex- 
tent ot prepArihg an itinerary to take in 
Bakersfield, Tulare, Fresno^ Merced, Stock- 
ton, Sacramento, Auburn, Newcastle, Pen- 
ryn, Xapa, Santa Rosa and Petalunia. 

This trij) will cost somewhere in the 
neighborhood of I'i'i for each way. and 
those who wish to remain together and oc- 
cupy the Pullmans will have to pay mure. 
Even this will be bat a:trifling expense, as 
all the places named can be viewed at little 
cost By the time each excursionist lands 
in San Francisco he will find that the en- 
tire cost nas been less than $100. \Vhen he 
lands at the foot of Market street he will 
have a better idea of the State at a slight 
cost than he ever conceived. ' 

If the itinerary as arran^d by that com- 
mittee is followed, a trip bv the way 
will show the beauties of Santa Bar- 
bara Valley, the Ban Joaquin Valley, the 
Sacramento section, the famous Sonoma 
region, with its grapies and fruits, and the 
excursionists cannot help but come back 
with the idea that California should be tbe 
first State in the Union. This will not 
(ost those participating over |1U0, includ- 
ing all expen.s, s. and yet they will have 
seen the principal places of the State. 

To-day the execntive committee of the 
fiesta, as represented in Northern Cali- 
fornia, will meet in room 29, Mills build- 
inc. to dei ide what cities shall be included 
in the itinerary. The programme, as pre- 
viously stated, will not be changed, but it 
is more than likely that other pities will 
be added by the committee.

The epidemic at present raging among 
the art stndents ot Chicago made' its ap- 
pearance in Timlent form abont one year 
ago. 

There had been a few scattered rases be- 
fore that time, but the malady had not 
taken a linn hold, and the bacilli were not 
yet generally distributed. 

The disease should be know.n as "Beards- 
leyism," although its victims generally re- 
gard it aa high art np to date.

That was before the malady appeared. 
Mr. Beardsley's pictures came along and 
the traditii»a of thli^ centuries were 
shattered. 

The new kind of art demonstrated that 
a woman's neck is shaped like a letter S, 
that the waist may be thin to nothingness, 
that the hair may radiate fram the head 
in rigid ringlets, that the feet may be of 
the outline of pruning hooks. 

Mr. Beardsley's strongest "things" con- 
sisted of great dashes of circling black 
lines with a pair of frightened eyes peer- 
ing out throngh the iinbhUng mass of 
spaghetti. 

There were hands which had three tines 
each like a fork, and there were figures 
which careened over in 'violation at all 
known laws of gravity and had apparently 
been dried over a barrel. 

"They'll come around in time," said an 
instructor.

Isaac TJpham, one of the iiipmbpr*: of tlie 
board of directors i>f the vall^'V roa^l, s:uii 
yesterday that the idea of thi- Cam. in en- 
deavoring tu obtain an expression from 
shippers as to their intention regarding the 
disposition of their business is a good one. 

"Anything which tends to work up public 
aentimentahd give the people an indication 
of the benjsfit which will follow the constmc- 
tUm of the road is certainly a move in the 
light direetion," said he. "This is a matter 
of edncation, and while many of th« peo- 
ple may understand the importance of the 
•aoad the.plan of keeping' the sabject oon- 
atently is view will have tite effect of 
waking everybody np and biinging «11 the 
laggards into camp. 

"It is becoming generally tmderstood 
that this is the people's road and that they 
are to own and control it, and the more 
people interested in it tlie stronger it will 
make the organization. Tlie road will not 
bf run in the interest of individuals, but 
will serve the requirements of the city and 
the country through which it will pass. 

"That is an original idea of obtaining 
promises of traffic from people in the city 
and interior. While such promises wonld 
have no legal strength, yet the moral obli- 
gation would be strong and, I believe, 
lasting. \Ve should be able to obtain assur- 
ances from lariie corporations and com- 
panies in this way. The editor of the Cjill, 
in bis speech belore the board the other 
day, said he could secure promises of this 
natoie from many of the large shippers in 
Santa Clara County, and it will be only the 
fear of possible serious consequences from 
the antagonism of the Southern I'acific 
which will be likely to handicap siich a 
move, as shippers will, in many instances, 
feel that they might jeopardize their busi- 
ness interests by m^ing public promises 
of this character. 

"If 1000 shippers could be secured in the 
valley who wonld pledge their support to 
the rOod that wonld in itself be a great ac- 
complishment. The interest in tiie road 
is not dyine oiit, for from every quarter of 
the State we are daily receiving assurances 
of support and pood will from the people. 
We have succeeded in placing the road on 
a substantial basis, and it is now in a posi- 
tion likely to attract the attention of those 
who have capital to invest." 

The board of directors of. the valley road 
left the city last evening on the previously 
annoimced trip to Stockton. In the party 
were: President Spreckels, Vice-Presidents 
Whittier and Watt, and Directors Stetson, 
Holbrook,' Payson and Magee. Four of 
the board were prevented from goina; by 
press of i rivate business, among them be- 
ing Isaac Upbam. 

Begardingthe trip, that L-i ntlcman said 
yesterday that he thought a majority of 
the board could do wluit was necessary 
with more diiq^tch than if the whole body 
went along. 

"Mr. Watt has lived there," said he, 
"and is thoroughly familiar with the whole 
city. Captain Payson has, I am sure, done 
engineering work there, and is, therefore, 
also acquainted with the ground to be gone 
over. Under the direction of these gentle- 
men the board ought to be able to intelli- 
gently look over the city's advantages. It 
is the intention to view every pliase of the 
sitaation there and learn exactly what 
Stockton has to offer. We want to know 
all about the different conditions in all the 
various communities before we can decide 
where the line will go, and the only 
way to obtain this information is to 
look over the ground in pi r< ii. 
, ■ "We have absolutely made no promises 
of any kind, and all this talk about the 
line of route having been decided upon is 
the veriest bosh. When we get all the data 
before as we will take the question np and 
■decide it upon its merits." 

The lease of China Basin has not yet 
been signed, but some action in this direc- 
tion is expected Saturday, when the Gover- 
nor will be in the city. 

In speaking of the lease yesterday. Secre- 
tary Keegcn of the Board of Harbor Com- 
midsioners said that no formal application 
bad yet been made to the board for snch a 
lease, and that, individually, he did not 
see how that body could take action until 
such application had b»en made. 

Charles Holbrook, one of the members 
of tiie committee having in charge the 
duty of selecting the names of trustees, to 
' be presented at the general meeting, said 
yesterday that nothing had been done in 
' the matter. 

The contract for the first 10,000 tons of 
steel rails for the road was signed yester- 
day by John F. Merrill, whose bid was the 
lowest.

FOE THE NEW LINE. 

Meicliaati Who Have Decided Opinions on 
Freight BUpments. 

The San Francisco and San Joaquin Val- 
ley Railroad, when built and equipped and 
ready to carry freight and passengers, will 
not be left to languish for the want of 
patronage. The merchants of San Fran- 
cisco who are extensive shippers of goods 
both ways, up and down the valley, have 
been sounded on the subject of their pref- 
erence when the new road shall be in oper- 
ation. Many of them were interviewed 
yesterday, and they were found to be unan- 
imotis in favor of patronizing the compet- 
ing road to the utmost p.. ssible extent. 

Many of the heaviest shippers, however, 
declined to be quoted, saying in explana- 
tion of their position that they'do not at 
present wish to antagonize the Southern 
Pacific Company — at least not before the 
competing road shall be ready for bneiness. 

Much of the freight patronage of the 
vallev road will have to be determined by 
the merchants in the cities and towns along 
the line who buy their goods in this city. 
The wholesale merchants, as expressed by 
many of them in yesterday's interviews, 
must of necessity ship orders as directed 
by the purchasers. But the general opin- 
ion is that the inirchasors will be only too 
glad to have tneir goods shipped by the 
competing road In preference to the South- 
ern Pacific, rates being equal. 

One of the largest mercantile firms doing 
business in the San .Toauuin Valley was 
detinitelv and emphatically heard from 
yesterday afternoon. Adolph Kutner, 
senior member of the Kutner-Goldstein 
Companv of Frt-sno and other towns, was 
in this city yesterday, engaged in making 
heavy purchases. This firm is incorporated, 
and conducts general merchandise stores in 
Fresno, Selma, Fowler, Hanford and Le- 
moore. Grain, nuts and dried fruits of 
various kinds are shipped in vast quantities 
by this firm from all the points where their 
stores are located. In the course of an in- 
terview Mr. Kutner said : 

We want the San Joatiuln Valley Rallroa'l 
built at once, bccHUse otir people have tteeii 
robbed too lotij; bj- ibe ^nuthern Pfieilic com- 
pany. Our tirm will positively eive prefprerice 
to the conipciiiig road in every possible wav 
that we can. You can say that, ana say it loud. 
For vear.« past we have paiJ an average of 
$150|0<XI ft year freight charges to the South- 
ern Paeilic Company. Of course we f^hip goods 
both ways. The goods we sell in our part of 
countryare shipped nio.stly from San Fraaei>eo. 
The produce iliat welhuiidle is ^hipped her.-. 
The freight charges that we and eiir custoin.'rs 
have been forced to pay tii the ^^outhern Tacihc 
Coinr'any are sonielhiiifi: shaniei'il. 

Fot'.r years ago we shipj.ed :l0,i>0O tons of 
wheat lit one season from Fresno til san Iran- 
Cisco. The freight charges were $4 ft lull. You 
see, that made quite a neat ^npi in itself— $120,- 

000 just fpr wheat. .Since thai time .<he rates 
on w heat have been slightly reduced, but not 
enough to hurt the Southern Pacific Company, 

1 can assure you. Y'ou can write our firm down 
as future patrons of the San Joaquin Valley 
RaiiToad. And there arc many otiier mer- 
chants In our section of the country who feel 
just as I do about this matter. 

L. Dlnkelsi)iel of the firm of I<. Dinkel- 
spicl & Sons, 37 and 39 Battery street, said: 

Of course I would give preference in the ship- 
ment of freight to the valley road. By so do- 
ing I shall only be looking out for my uwn 
interests. .As to' our custoi.ners d"v.n v\ ilie 
valley towns, ti-,eir preferences in the matter of 
shiptiieuts must b..- resjiected, otherwise they 
would think we were trying to dictate to them. 

Levi .Strauss, who is one of the most ac- 
tive promoters of the new road, said : 

Of course 1 shall give preference to the val- 
ley road. It is a line in which I am personally 
interested. I shall do all in mypowerto throw 
business in its way. 

H. Levi of thfl firm of H. Levi ft Co., 117 
and 119 Market street, said : 

Of course I shall give preference in shipping 
goodr lo the VHl;ey road so far as I can. But 
our customers' wtsbea in the matter must be 
re*[>eeied.

I am an old-timer here as a merchant and I 
know how the nierchanis, the furmers and the 
consumer?- have been tqueerf<i by theSouthern 
rft<-itic CV>nti»any. Yes, most decidedly I will 
give jprelerenec to the eonipetiug road. That 
railroad will be a great thing Igr San Fran- 
ei>cc. I expect to see the great wheat ship- 
ments that are now sent to I'ort Costa trans- 
ferred to this city. liig warehouses will doubt- 
less be built here and hundreds of men in this 
city will be given employment. 

Ferguson, Moor <t Co., grain shippers, 
310 California street, expressed themselves 
through Mr. Ferguson as follows: 

The question as to whether or not we will 
give preference to the competing road answers 
Itself. Of course we will give it preference 
when we can. Tnere can be no hesitation 
over A choice in the matter. However, it seems 
to me a little early to goon record. 

Isaac Upham of I'ayot, Upham & Co. 
said: 

My position In this matter Is so well under- 
stood by the public that it is almost needless 
for me to make an expression. I will say, how- 
ever, as a business man and in the Interest of 
such, that any competition which the new road 
may enter into with the Southern Pacllic will be 
supported by my house. We ship many thou- 
sanaa of dollars worth of goods down into the 
San Joaquin Valley every year, and should 
rates be even, which they surely must l>e, the 
new road will have our trade. It must be re- 
membered that the question of shipment of 
goods does not rest alone with us. Our cus- 
tomers can demand the route and bow they 
shall be shipped; but in view of this, I re- 
quested my salesmen In the valley to ascertain 
the feeling on this same propMltlon, and the 
merchants say that the. new road will get their 
trade. ^ 

J. ti. Neustadter of the firm of Neu- 
stadter Brothers, jobbers and importers of 
clothing and men's furnishing goods at 
Pine and Sansome streets, said: 

I will support the new foad— our new road— 
on every occasion. Yon can even say that 
should rates be higher I will lend every effort 
in my power to advance Its interest- I do a 
large business down in the valley and have 
many friends. I can answer for nearly every 
one of them on this subject.

It Will Be for the Criminal 

Departments— Supervisor 
Taylor's Views. 



Now that the Governor has signed the 
bill which gives the Supervisors power to 
acquire the remainder of the block on 
which the old City Hall stands and to put 
up a building at a cost of (300,000 the Su- 
pervisors are not inclined to lose any time 
in doing something to carry out the project. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Su- 
pervisor Taylor, who is chairman of the 
Finance Cpinmittee, said: 

"Of course nothing can be done in the 
matter until the next tax levy is made. 
Then we can prepare for it. I am in favor 
of pushing the matter through, and I 
think the other members of the board feel 
the same way. As regards the raising of 
the money I would decidciily favor a spe- 
ciisl levy, and in order that it would not be 
too iiard on the taxpayers half of the 
money could be raised one year and the 
other half during the next year. 

"Such a building would be quite a while 
in construction, and this manner of 
raising the money would nut interfere 
with the progress of the work. All this, j 
though, will be discussed by the Finance I 
Committee in pood time. As to the style 
of building I would lavor one about seven ! 
stories high, properly fitted up, so it could i 
be used instead of the old County Jail : 
building on Broadway. Then the criminal 
department could be located there, and by 
the use of elevators prisoners could t>e 
taken from their cells with hardly any 
trouble and without making a "public 
spectacle of them as at present by driving 
them through the streets. On" tlie top 
floor of the building I would have a large 
assembly hall for the use of the police, 
where they could meet for drilling pur- 
poses or in case of riot or trouble of any 
kind. Such a room isverymnoh needed 
by the Police Department."

Clinchino Ev:de.\ce Found and 
Seized— Their Plan of 
Operation. 



After many delays the Internal Revenue 
Department has finally succeeded in land- 
ing one of the biggest gang of counterfeit- 
ers that have operated in California since 
the days of the Boyd-Ciprico gang. That 
combination sold the red certificates issued 
to Chinese by the Custom-house in China 
and leaped a fortime. Boyd ran away to 



Roland N. Harris, and United States Mar- 
shal M. Harris started out on a still hunt. 
They first of all went to Wells, Fargo & 
Co.'s building on New Montgumery street. 
Thomas and Harris went upstairs to room 
52 on the fonrth floor, while Oilclirist re- 
mained on the comer of Mission and New 
Montgomery. His duty was to watch the 
window of room 52, and it proved to be a 
wise precaution. 

When a combined attack was made on 
the door the window was hastily put up 
and a bundle containing seventy-five bogus 
certificates, similar to the one here repro- 
duced, thrown out. Gilchrist made a run 
and caught the package in its flight. 
While this was going on there were lively 
times in front of the door. Thomas and 
the three Harrises threw themselves against 
it time and again, but it resisted all their 
efforts. Finally they took turns at kicking 
at one of the patiors,and when it finally 
gave way they crept in one at a time. N'ot 
one of the attacking force held back, but 
each one was eager to be the first to enter 
the breach. 

When all were in Foss was standing 
beside the waste-paper basket tearing 
letters into small pieces. One of these 
was pieced together and found to be of an 
incriminating character. Ciprico fought 
like a tiger. Wlien Harris put his hands 
on him he swung around and, taking the 
secret service agent by surprise, almost 
kiiocked him down. A braver man than 
Kick Harris never tackled a criminal, and 
he was back at Ciprico in a second. 
Revenue Agent Thomas and Deputy 
Dudley Harris joined issues, and it wag 
not long before Ciprico was bonnd and

Australia, came back and turned State's 
evidence against Ciprico and afterward 
shot himself. Ciprico was acquitted, Kip 
never came to trial and Whaley fled the 
country. Anotherof the gang died before 
his case was called. 

There were five conspirators in the Boyd- 
Ciprico gang, and there are live in the 
one caught last night. Like its predeces- 
sor, it also dealt in fraudulent Chinese cer- 
tificates. The names of the men arrested 
are, H. L. Foss, freight clerk on the 
Oceanic Steamship Company's dock; 
James H. Sullivan, formeriy a deputy 
County Clerk; Max Katzauer, a new ar- 
rival from Orejtoti; Fernando D. Ciprico, 
the man wlio was tried and acquitted for 
complicity in the Boyd-Ciprico ring, and 
M. Greenwald, brother of Iiouis Green- 
wald, the man now serving time in San 
Qucntin for t eing mi.Ted up in the opera- 
tions of tlie Emerald smuggling rinjj. 
They are all charged with conspiracy in 



helpless. Sullivan made no fight and 
submitted to being handcuffoa like an old- 
timer. 

In telling about the exciting scene last 
night Thotuassaid: ''When we had secured 
Ciprico we searched the persons of the trio 
and found letters that are very incriminat- 
ing and which will be used in evidence. 
On Sullivan we found a bogus certificate 
which it would take an expert to tell 
wherein it differs from the genuine article. 
On a table in room 52 we fotmd rubber 
stamps, pens and ink and the entire para- 
pbenalia for manufacturing the bogus 
documents. 

' We to.ik ri) riro to room 57, in which 
he lias a desk, and he pointed one out be- 
longing to somebody else. I opened it with 
a skeleton key, bnt nothing was found in 
it. We tried all the other desks, and finally 
located the one we were looking for. In it 
were papers addressed to Ciprico and 
seventy-five marked Chinese pictures that 
1 had given to a man in Chinatown to 
have pasted on fraudulent oeriirn ates. The 
Chinese gave them to a ma:! named P. 
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Certificate of IRes^nce.

attempting to land Chinese in the United 
States by means of forged certificates. 

An attempt was made to catch the gang 
last Wediii-sday, but it failed. If the 
revenue officers did not secure the men, 
however, they|got considerable evidence 
that went to show a deep-laid plot. Over 
ftXKJ blank certificates and all the stamps 
used in the Inieriial Revenue office were 
found. The latter were "Steamer," "Cali- 
fornia," "O. M. Welburn." "Person other 
than laborer," "First" and "Sailing vessel." 
These were used to fill in the blanks and 
thus make them a fac-simile of the certifi- 
cate used by the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment. Forgeries of the signatures of Col- 
lector 0. M. Welburn and Thomas P. 
Cusick of this port and Collector of Inter- 
ternal Revenue Henry Blackmann of Port- 
land were also found, showing tnat the 
plans of the con.spirators were deep laid. 

A man named "Henry" was one of 
Todd's partners, ahd he is now in the 
Northwest, supposedly selling some of the 
manufactured certificates. . 

Because tbe first attempt was a failure it 
did not follow that the Government was 
going to give up the search. Last night 
Revenue Agents Thomas and Gilchrist, 
Secret Service Agent of the Treasury N. R. 
Harris and his two deputies, Dudley and 



Stig«r, who delWered them to Ciprico and 
Foss yesterday. Stiger made arrangements 
with them to nave the oictures pasted on 
the certificates, and the latter made out 
and ready for him at 6 o'clock last night. 
Ten other certificates w ere found in an 
envelope marked 'private,' and then Cip- 
rico turned faint and we had to let him 
sit down. 

"While this wasgoingon Foss called Mr. 
Harris and myself apart, saying he wanted 
a private conversation. He told us that 
early in the day he had sent word to the 
Internal Revenue office, asking that a 
deputy be sent to see him at the Oceanic 
dock, as he had information that would 
lead to the detection of some gigantic 
frauds. He then offered to turn State's 
evidence and give everything away, but 
when I came to question him I found he 
was not honest in the offer. Foss is the 
man who had the printing ol . tie certifi- 
cates done, and whett we asked the name 
of the printer he refused point blank to 
tell. "That is the only information of value 
he could give us, so we do not want his 
evidence. 

From Wells, Fargo & Co.'s we went to 
the Castle saloon on the corner of O'Far- 
rell and Stockton streets. Otterson's on 
Post street used to be the lieadquarters of 



the Boyd-Ceprico gang, and the "Castle' 
was the rallying place of this. We ex- 
pected to find a big lot of certificates stored 
there, but instead we got M. Greenwald. 

"Max Katszaner was in a back room 
with a woman, and learning that we were 
in the saloon be made bis escape. He 
went to his room at 231 O'Farrell street, 
but Deputy Marshal Harris was there and 
arrested him as soon as he put in an ap- 
pearance. 

"In his room we found part of a seal 
which they used on the forged certificates, 
aii.l in (ircenwalil's mom in the same 
building we found a ntiinber of the forged 
documents themselves. When the men 
found they were cornered they made no 
kick, bnt came along quietly. 

"Greenwald begged nard to be allowed 
to go back to sav good-by to a lady friend, 
but we were taking no chances, so we took 
him along. Wc have a sure case against 
all ot them and Ciprico will not crawl out 
of this scrape like ne did out of the other 
one. 

"The certificates were made in Victoria, 
B. C. and sent to San Fr.ancisco. The 
conspirators tried a number of people who 
asserted they could copy Collector Wel- 
bum's and Deputy Onstck's signatures, 
but they were all failures. 

"Finiilly they sent sanijiles of the signa- 
ture bacic to Victoria, and with them 
seventy-five certificates. These latter were 
wrapped up in newspapers and were ad- 
dressed in the liandwriting of Katzauer to 
a man named Grant. 

"During the snow blockade the railway 
mail clerks had very little to do and one 
of them accidentally discovered what was 
In the newspaper packages. That put us 
onto the scheme, and we have been work- 
ing on it ever since. 

"We ciiiployed a Chinese named Lee 
Moy to help us, and it was he that went to 
Ciprico and Foss to negotiate for the pur- 
chase of seventy-five certificates. If the 
imitations were good, then Lee promised 
to buy fKX) more. The price to be paid was 
$75 for each merchant's certificate and $G0 
for each laborer's. 

"The gang had jnst completed their 
plans by securing the serricea of Sullivan, 
who is an expert penman. This, I think, 
was among their lirsi transactions — cer- 
tainly the first on any large scale. It will 
be some time, I think" before anybody else 
attempts to go into the business. 

Ciprico, Foss and Katzauer appear to 
be the pnncipal in the gang, 'when he 
was implicated in the frauds of seven or 
eight years ago he was an Inspector in the 
Custom-house. It was his duty to insjiect 
the certificates of all Chinese who desired 
to land. He of course passed all the stolen 
documents which Boyd had sold in China 
and in this way matte a fortune. Trading 
in bogus certilicates seems to he his hobby. 

Foss has been freight clerk on the Oce- 
anic dock for eight or ten years. Suspicion 
has attached to him on several occasions, 
and attempts have been made to catch 
him, but all failed. This time he was 
caught red-handed, and it will go hard 
with him when the c.ise cnmes to trial. 

Katzauer engineered the scheme in 
Oregon, and it was he whto made the ar- 
rangements for selling the^ certificates in 
the Northwest. Greenwald is only a lad, 
and he was to have been outside agent in 
Chinatown f<jr the sale of the certificates, 
while as before stated Sullivan is an ex- 
Denuty County Clerk and an expert jpen- 
man. He was to sign the names of 
bum and Cusick to the certificates.

A SiSTEK OP One Is the Wife 
OF A Prominent Chicago 

MlLUONAIRE. 



Two women— mother and daughter— 

both stylislily dressed, a few days ago 
appealed to iho authorities of Kansas City 
for admittance to the Poorhouse, accord- 
ing to a press dispatch from that city. 
They were Mrs. Alexander Majors and her 
daughter. In the dispatch it was stated 
that .\lexanaer Majors resided in Califor- 
nia and was unable to'prnvide for them. 

It was ascertained yesterday that both 
Alexander Sfajors and his son, Green 
Majors, were living in this city, the former 
endeavoriug to earn a livelihood as a min- 
ing expert, though 80 years of age, and tbe 
latter reading law in the office of T. V. 
Cator, the well-known Populist leader. 

The elder Ma jors liad gone out of town 
on business, liut ( en Majors told a most 
romantic story of the causes which led to 
the unfortunate and peculiar situation of 
tbe two ladies at Kansas City. Said he : 

"I cannot conceive what induced my 
stepmother and her daughter to take such 
a course, for to me there seems absolutely 
no necessity for it. 

"It is true that both father and myself 
are unable to do anything for them, but 
they are both cajiable of engaging in some 
avocation that will return them a liveli- 
hood, as Mrs. Majors is but 58 years of age 
and her daughter M, and ooth are in good 
health and well educated. 

"But aside from these considerations 
Mrs. Majors' sister, who resides in Chicago, 
is the wife of Augustus Bryan, a wcll- 
kn,-)wn ctipitalist of that city, worth not 
less than a million of dollars, and she also 
has a son who publishes a paper in one of 
the suburbs of Chicago. 

"She probably does not care to apply to 
her sister, owing to their estrangement 
over family matters years ago, but I know 
of no reason why her son does not do 
something for her. 

"It is true that they were accustomed to 
all the luxuries after my father's marriage 
to the present Mrs. Majors, who was his 
setond wife, but others have undergone 
the same vicissitudes of fortune aud nave 
been forced to earn their living. 

"Father's present straitened circum- 
stances are not due to any faultof his own, 
but are the result of his being forced ottt 
of his business by the adoi>tit:ni of 
improved modern methods of transporta- 
tion. He was one of the pioneer anil best 
known freighters of the West. 

"Previous to the breaking^out of the war 
he jperformcd all the jjoremment transpor- 
tation west of the Missouri, doing a busi- 
ness that averaged between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 a year. In 1857, while a member 
of the firm of Russell, Majors &WaddelI, 
he had one contract with the government 
which alone was to bring him $1,.'500,000. 
This was for fr.ansporting the army of 
Johnson to I'tah. 

"The breaking outjof the war, however, 
prevented him from collecting all of this, 
as he was a native of the South and his 
claims were opposed by reason of his being 
charged with being a copperhead. 

"He had made money, however, very 
rapidly, and after his second marriage 
made a tour of Europe With his wife and 
daughter. He parted from them in* Eu- 
rope some years ago, when be found his 
means were being rapidly exhausted, aud 
came to this coast to rehabilitate his for- 
tune. 

"His whole previous life had been de- 
voted to his vast freighting interests, and 
he found himself unfitted for any other 
pursuit. He had acquired considerable 
Knowledge of mining, however, and suc- 
ceeded in making several important sales 
of mines for other parties. 

"But his money rapidly grew less, and 
he was tinally compeUed to write his wife 
that he coold no longer supply her whh 
funds. 

"The result was that after thev had dis- 
posed of all their diamonds and most of 
their costly wardrobe, they probably ifc- 
turned to their old home in Kansas City 
and took the step mentioned. 

"Father is 80 years of age and feels this 
sad outcome most painfullv, but is abso- 
lutely without power to do anyting for 
them and I am also without snfficient 
means to better their situation." 

When the women made their application 
to Judge Stone he told them thev would 
have to appear before the Cotrn^ Oonit, 
but they failed to put in an appearance at 
the appointed time.

The Butchers' Board of Trade toof de- 
cisive action in regard to the sale o|. dis- 
eased meat last night. To guard against 
this no member can handle a carcass that 
has been killed and dressed outside of the 
counties of San Francisco and Alameda. 
A violation of this rule means a fine of $.10, 
and a second conviction will result in ex- 
pulsion from the union. All livestock han- 
dled by the Butchers' Board of Trade must 
be passed by the Health Inspector and 
slaughtered in the Oakland stockyards or 
Butvnertown before it will be handled.
